FROM THE EDITOR— 


STATE BOATING LAWS 


Two benefits have resulted from the Bonner boating law passed last year. 

One has been the actual enactment of moderate legislation, a law which 
reflects the thoughts of boatman all over the country who testified or were 
represented at the many hearings. We now have a Federal law which should 
do much to encourage the healthy growth of the sport. 

The second benefit, an indirect bonus, is the existance of the law as a model 
for similar legislation to be enacted by the individual states. Many inland 
waterways do not come under Federal jurisdiction and yet have a great deal 
of pleasure boating activity. Here state, county, and in some cases even little 
local township regulations apply, and there might be nothing wrong with such 
an arrangement if all local laws made sense and were consistant with laws in 
other parts of the country. Unfortunately this is not true, due in quite a large 
measure to the laxity of boatmen who have not taken the trouble to pay atten- 
tion to the enactment of local regulations until they were passed. As a result, 
many well-intentioned statutes are on the books which must have sounded wise 
to the landlubbers who framed the laws. 

The history of automotive legislation was much the same. Small communi- 
ties would try to correct by law their local problems without any analysis of 
how other localities had handled them. As a result a maze of inconsistant and, 
in many cases, overly restrictive laws grew up; some are still with us. 

You can help to prevent our sport from being harrassed in the same way by 
checking right now to see if your state legislature is working on boating legisla- 
tion based on the model boating bill which was developed by the Council of 
State Governments after studying the Bonner bill. The Council’s model takes 
advantage of the Bonner hearings and patterns its proposed law on the same 
wise lines. If your state passes the model law, you should then have a sane sub- 
stitute for many of the misguided laws now being proposed. 

Some areas, for instance, want to prevent boating accidents by making it 
illegal for children to run boats of over a certain horsepower or speed. Though 
on the surface this law appears reasonable, statistics do not indicate that chil- 
dren are in any way the cause or source of boat speeding accident. Many 
youngsters, in fact, by learning to compete in sanctioned powerboat races be- 
come outstanding examples of good boatmen. 

Other state laws in the past have not allowed sensible speed limits, reciprocity 
arrangements for boatmen from other states, or have required numbering and 
equipment aboard which hindered the boatman rather than helping him and in 
some cases practically made a lawbreaker out of him immediately if he were 
not to give up his sport. 

And now that boat numbering by states is possible, some states have already 
eyed the boatman as a handy source for new fees which theoretically are to 
cover the bookkeeping costs of the numbering system. One state will license a 
boat for a fee of $3 for three years while another state will charge $24 for one 
year. Collections which will be spent for better enforcement of sensible boating 
laws, education of new boatmen, and development of better facilities—all these 
are worthwhile causes. But only by carefully studying the activities in your 
own state legislature can you learn if contemplated laws will be wise or ill- 
advised. 

Find out if your state has passed or is about to pass the Model State Boating 
act as prepared by the Council of State Governments. Then see if your state’s 
plan for numbering fees is reasonable and if it will be reinvested in facilities 
for better boating. Only in this way can we be sure before it is too late that 
laws are being passed to help rather than discourage pleasure boating.

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CITIZEN'S BAND RADIO 

The other day the subject came up 
about the new Citizen’s Band on 27 
megacycles. Having been a “ham” ra- 
dioman for several years, I was able 
to give some information about this 
band. In all probability, this will be 
the band, as the frequency lends itself 
better to getting more distance, and 
trees and other objects will not affect 
it. The problem is this: a marine 
dealer is located about a mile from 
the New York State Canal system, and 
had a sign there last year stating that 
any boatmen desiring free transporta- 
tion into town could call him by radio 
on 465 megacycles. That was fine, but 
now fhe new band, which definitely 
will be taking over, has 22 different 
frequencies available, and the fellow 
at the store will not be able to “work” 
a boat if he isn’t on the same channel. 
My suggestion is this: that dealers 
in the cities and on the lakes in New 
York State, or others, get together and 
set up one frequency that they will be 
on, so boats on the lakes or taking a 
trip on the New York States Water- 
ways can have that particular crystal 
on hand. For local clubs, boatmen 

can choose their own frequency. 
Anyone who might have such a fre- 
quency in mind, Inland Marine in 
Frankfort, N. Y., would like the infor- 
mation so they can order the crystal.

ISRAEL SKI SCHOOL 


Our club would like to open a 
school of water skiing and other water 
sports. Our problem is to choose the 
right boats and motors best suitable 
for our purposes. The area of our 
operation shall be the Mediterranean 
coast of Israel which stretches almost 
in a straight line from south to north. 
There are regular around-the-compass 
topographic winds prevailing daily. 
Starting off at 0600 as a calm, it then 
proceeds from 8-10 a.m. as a light 
southwest breeze and continues travel- 
ling towards the west, arriving there 
about midday as a stronger breeze 
with enough power to create wavelets 
of 1 foot approximately. By 1400 it 
reaches the northwest at the strength 
of a breeze, bringing the waves up to 
a maximum of 2 feet. 

Last season we experimented in 
water skiing between the hours 1000- 
1400. The experiment succeeded with 
the exception of the boat towing us, 
which was not designed for speed in 
roughish waters as described above 
and therefore was constantly stopped 
by the hitting wavelets. Therefore we 
would like your advice on boats capa- 
ble of towing as many as 4 people at 
a time, preferably of fiberglass, de- 
signed to suit the above-mentioned sea 
conditions, which might have come to 
yours, or your readers’ knowledge.

«<e HAVE a Glastron Fireflite 15-foot 
fiberglass runabout with a 35-hp 
Evinrude motor. The weight of the boat 
with fuel, battery and accessories is 550 
pounds, With a standard propeller (103g 
x 134% inches) | get 30 mph. With a 
10'4 x 13-inch propeller, | get 31! mph. 
Could | gain any extra speed with 
lower pitch (10! x 12 inches) or higher 
pitch (10/4 x 14 inches) ?”

The 10% x 13-inch three-bladed 
propeller is an excellent choice for 
this boat-and-motor combination. If 
you decrease the pitch to 12 inches, 
you may improve the pulling power 
(the power to carry a heavy load or 
pull water skiers), but will almost cer- 
tainly decrease the maximum speed 
when traveling light. If, on the other 
hand, you increase the pitch to 14 
inches, you may slightly improve the 
speed when traveling light, but the 
load-carrying ability will suffer. 

Putting it another way, the 10% x 


12-inch propeller is recommended for 
maximum speed and performance if 
you are going to carry up to four pas- 
sengers and pull water skiers, the 1012 
x 13-inch prop is the best for use with 
one to four passengers and the 1012 
x 14-inch wheel is the best if the boat 
is always going to travel light and 
carry but one or two persons. 

On the basis of this analysis, my 
advice is to continue to use the wheel 
with the 13-inch pitch. It seems to be 
the best of the three for this particular 
boat and your specific boating habits.

Answering your questions in the 
order in which they are given: 

1. The name mahogany alone means 
practically nothing. First of all, there 
are true mahoganies and false mahog- 
anies; then there are many grades 
within these two general groupings. 

The true mahoganies grow in south- 
ern Florida, Mexico, Central America, 
the West Indies, northern South Amer- 
ica and on the west coast of Africa. 
They are variously called Mexican, 
Cuban, Honduras and African mahog- 
any and weigh between 28 and 40 
pounds per cubic foot. Central Amer- 
ican trees often attain heights of 100 
feet and diameters of 4 to 6 feet, thus 
sizable timbers, planks and boards are 
obtainable. 

The advantages possessed by true 
mahogany over other straight-grained 
woods are manifold. It is light in 
weight. It seasons readily. Its shrink- 
age is low and uniform. It does not 
swell or absorb water to any great ex- 
tent. Its reddish color produces a 
beautiful, yachty appearance when

varnished. It has tremendous strength 
across the grain, which prevents it 
from splitting easily. It holds fasten- 
ings well. And it strongly resists dry 
rot. 

The false mahoganies come from 
the Philippine Islands and Borneo. Al- 
though they are in reality tropical 
cedars, they are known generally as 
Philippine mahogany. There are sev- 
eral species that come under this head- 
ing, including lauan, apitong, tangile 
and batan. The trees yield large, clear 
boards. 

Some species of Philippine mahog- 
any, and some grades within species, 
have the weight and appearance of 


balsa wood and are thus useless for 
boatbuilding. Others weigh between 
25 and 35 pounds per cubic foot and 
are excellent for boatbuilding. The 
variation in hardness, weight and dura- 
bility is such that no information based 
on experience with one variety is re- 
liable when considering another vari- 
ety. The only advice I can give you 
is to buy from a reliable dealer and 
pay a good price. 

Philippine mahogany, if prudently 
selected for boat work, is almost as 
good as true mahogany. Although the 
Philippine varieties are less decay re- 
sistant, slightly less dense, slightly 
more difficult to season and to finish 
to a smooth surface—and although 
they vary considerably in color and 
appearance, thus requiring careful

matching or staining if they are to be 
varnished—these disadvantages are 
often outweighed by the fact that 
Philippine mahogany is obtainable at 
about half the price of true mahogany. 

Both the true and the Philippine 
mahoganies are extensively used for 
sawn frames (but never for bent 
frames) and for planking, transoms, 
cabin trunks, exterior trim and interior 
joiner work. 

2. For sawn frames, white oak and 
longleaf yellow pine are superior to 
mahogany and Sitka spruce and fir are 
its equal. 

For planking, white cedar is just as 
good as mahogany; white oak, white 
pine and longleaf yellow pine are 
nearly as good, and cypress, redwood 
and fir are also usable. 

For decking (natural or painted, not 
canvas-covered), teak, white pine and 
Sitka spruce are superior to mahogany, 
redwood is its equal and fir is also 
usable. 

For transoms, white oak is just as 
good as mahogany and longleaf yellow 
pine is also usable. 

For cabin trunks, white oak is 
nearly as good as mahogany, white 
pine comes next and longleaf yellow 
pine can also be used. 

For joiner work, white pine is nearly 
as good as mahogany and white oak, 
cypress and redwood are also often 
used. 

3. Complete removal of the bottom 
paint, no matter what its condition, is 
recommended whenever the _ type, 
color or brand of the paint is changed. 
This is especially recommended when 
a copper-base bottom paint is to be 
applied to a bottom previously finished 
for freshwater service, because most 
copper-base paints are designed for 
application directly to the wood; hence 
neither a residue of old, non-copper 
paint nor a special undercoater or 
primer is desirable. 

4. The type of cooling system rec- 
ommended for salt-water use depends 
on the type of engine on which it is 
to be installed. There is no doubt but 
what a fresh-water cooling system with 
some sort of heat exchanger is the 
finest cooling system there is. Un- 
fortunately, however, it is also the 
most expensive. It is thus most fre- 
quently found on lightweight, high- 
speed engines of the automotive or 
aviation type. Such engines have thin 
liners, small cooling passages and 
special cylinder-block and jacket ma- 
terials. To quickly dissipate heat 
generated by combustion, with no 
possibility of corroding, fouling or 
undue stressing due to temperature 
inequalities, a closed fresh-water cool- 
ing system is a “must.” On the Jersey 
coast, where I live, a high-speed en- 
gine with salt-water cooling has a life 
expectancy of less than two seasons 
whereas the same engine with fresh-

GORDON HOOVER WINS 
MIAMI-NASSAU RACE 


FTER TWO POSTPONEMENTS 
because of high winds and choppy 
seas, the 1959 Miami Nassau power- 
boat race was run for one of the 
roughest 184 miles in powerboat rac- 
ing. Winds at 15 to 25 miles in gusts 
whipped up the course and out of 20 
starters only eight boats crossed the 
finish line at Coral Harbor, New Provi- 
dence.

Second was Forest Johnson in his 
34-foot Prowler Tookey, powered with 
twin 300-hp Cadillac Crusaders, one 
minute later. Third was Sam Griffith, 
winner of the 1956 classic. 

Griffith drove his 35-foot Enterprise 
Kim Maru, powered also with Cru- 
saders. His elapsed time was 8 hours 
7 minutes. 

The race was an exciting one this 
year with winners crossing the line 
within minutes of each other despite 
the long distance, rough water, and 
tricky navigation. Dr. Simons of 
Miami was winner of the predicted 
log division and took Sianro Il to 
Nassau with only 1 percent error.

ARE COMING 


Under power and sail, these new models of a 


time-honored type are gaining new popularity 


By Ellison Michel 


than ever before boatmen and naval architects alike 
have been asking this question. 

There is nothing new about the catamaran principle. The 
earliest sailors found that two logs lashed together formed 
a more stable platform than only one. Later an additional 
float was placed parallel and a short distance from the main 
hull, and this outrigger further improved stability. Prehis- 
toric Polynesians traveled successfully between islands by 
outrigger canoe; two supports provided a better platform. 

Ever since, there have been sporadic experiments with 
the type. Famous old Captain Nathanael Herreshoff, the 
Wizard of Bristol, Rhode Island, whose sleek hulls are still 
seagoing objects of beauty, tried out the form during the 
1800’s. His answer to the construction problem of fasten- 
ing two hulls together, when each was receiving strong in- 
dependent shocks and strains from the water, was to avoid 
joining them as a unit.- Instead he worked out an ingenious 
articulated linkage which hinged the hulls and allowed each 
some independent movement. He never pursued this de- 
velopment, however, and once again the catamaran as a 
class of pleasuie boat became dormant. 

But during the past few years, hints of new developments 
in the type have been coming from various parts of the 
world. Reports from Hawaii told of catamaran creations 
which, under sail, did not seem to have all the faults usually 
blamed on the “cats.” 

A catamaran could not sail to windward, it had been said, 
she required a wind from abeam or astern in order to step 
out and travel. And it should be a good brisk breeze, was 
the contention; in a drifting match with all boats ghosting 
she would go nowhere at all. And then there was the mat- 
ter of pitchpoling. Heading down a steep sea, rumor had 
it, she might dig in those twin bows and summersault. And 
furthermore, with the structural twisting and surging which 
each hull would deliver to the joining bridge in a sizable 
sea as each tried to go its own way, the Siamese craft would 
be torn apart and break up anyway. 

And like most better rumors, these had a good bit of 
truth to them. Most of the criticisms had been observed 
at one time or another by creditable boatmen. One west 
coast skipper tells about taking a cat down the face of a 
large following sea, having the stern lift as the bows dug 
in, and finding himself flying through the air, catapulted 
from the cockpit. He landed on the sail near the peak at 
the top of the mast, which by then was down forward in 
the water. The cat, however, wallowed back on her feet 
and righted herself with, fortunately, no damage done. 

But cats had one additional and serious strike against 
them: they looked different. They did not, and still do not, 
closely resemble the hull conformities with which we have 
been long familiar. This they will still have to overcome,

of capsizing. An Art Chapman design, Marauder is of 
fiberglass-covered marine plywood construction. 
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but they now have a number of bonus points working for 
them. 

But what stirred up this new interest in traveling over the 
water in two hulls instead of one? A desire for more speed. 

In the case of power boats it has been the very real need 
for boat manufacturers to turn out a craft that can do jus- 
tice to the new inboard, and more particularly, outboard 
powerhouses now being made. A boat must have tremen- 
dous strength and inherent stability to have two engines 
totaling 140 horsepower clamped on her transoi, pushed 
up to 30 or 40 miles an hour, and then swung into a fierce 
tight turn as might happen when a driver suddenly swerves 
around an obstacle, or simply and carelessly wheels her 
over too fast. Everything must hold together and the boat 
must neither have her transom torn out, throw her passen- 
gers in the water, capsize herself, or roll up and allow the 
outside propeiler to break clear and cavitate in a manner 
that scares the passengers so severely they vow never to buy 
a boat themselves. Some of the new power catamaran 
designs appear to be structurally strong and sure footed 
enough so that they can handle safely the new power plants 
now available. 

Twin light displacement pontoons rather than one deep 
one have paid off as the basic flotation of houseboats as 
well. 

Inverted V-type hulls that more nearly resemble a W 
when viewed head on looking aft are not new in the run- 
about class. The Sea Sled acquired its adherents during the 
1920's and many have wished for its return ever since. The 
expiration of patents, as well as other factors such as the 
ability to build rugged modern boats of plywood or fiber- 
glass, have hastened the return. And, finally, the success 


of cat-type craft in rugged races such as last year’s New 
Orleans to St. Louis marathon, and this year’s Miami to 
Nassau event have assured powered catamarans renewed 
and serious attention from outboard and inboard power- 
men. 

And one great regatta has done the same for twin-hulls 
powered by sail. The attention of jet-age engineers has 
been focused on boats with two hulls, and the results have 
been phenomenal to see. This year’s revival of the “Yacht- 
ing” magazine One-of-a-Kind regatta was expected in ad- 
vance to turn up some surprises. Forty different racing 
sailboats, each a top example of its class and skippered by 
a consistently winning helmsman, showed up to compete 
for the title of “fastest sailing class racing today.” 

Standout winner in this outstanding fleet was the Tiger 
Cat, a 17-foot sloop rigged catamaran, developed by famous 
Lightning-class sailor Bill Cox from designs by Bob Harris 
of Sparkman & Stephens. She was built by Muzzio’s Boat- 
yard in Stamford, Conn., and raced in the regatta on 
Miami's vivid blue Biscayne Bay off the Coral Reef Yacht 
Club by Olympic skipper Eric Olsen of Essex, Conn., with 
Glen Foster as able crew. 

Granted it was an ideal team that could make a shingle 
sail, they were nevertheless up against the country’s top 
competition plus some from overseas as well, and still won 
four races out of five. The one loss was a second place to 
another catamaran. In each race, boat for boat winner was 
a 38-foot Class A scow, a skimming dish racing machine 
more than twice the size of the Tiger Cat. This great boat 
from Wisconsin proved conclusively that the inland “drink- 
ing water” sailors sail the fastest craft around. But on cor- 
rected time which made allowance for comparative size of

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the boats, catamarans cleaned up with a Cougar Cat placing 
second and a British Shearwater III in fourth. 

The contention that cats can’t go to windward? Olsen 
steered Cox’s red-hulled Tiger through the fleet day after 
day to take the vaunted planing classes on a boat-for-boat 
basis. On reaches and runs he had by the tail a tiger that 
could get up and foam along as if she had a hidden motor. 
Speeds approaching 20 miles an hour were suspected for 
many of the little craft, considerably faster than last sum- 
mer’s great 12-meter America’s Cup competitors were able 
to go. 

What made it possible for this little rocket ship to go 
faster than a cat of her size and type, and many other types 
as well, have ever gone? New refinements of hull design, 
a mainsail with full length battens that held it in a beautiful 
airfoil, impeccable tuning up and handling, plus a fine feel- 
ing by all concerned for the potentialities of the type. 

Have all the other problems been cured? Probably not. 
Cats may still be susceptible to pitch-poling; large offshore 
cruising cats will again not be allowed this year in the 
Trans-Pac race in July from California to Hawaii, although 
the skipper mentioned before who had experienced a tumble 
reports that constant vigilance can prevent this. 

Will a catamaran move in minimum breeze? Again prob- 
ably not as well as more conventional craft. The One-of-a- 
Kind competitors had sturdy breezes most of the time and 
had no chance to really find out. 

Are cats about to revolutionize sailing? This is doubtful; 
they still look too strange to sailors schooled to conven- 
tional lines. But, thanks most recently to the Tiger Cat, 
and some of her twin-bottomed sisters in speed, these are 
assuredly the boats right now to watch. — G

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JOHN EDWIN HOGG

ELIGHTFUL FELLOW, you said to yourself, as 

D you sat opposite your host and looked out over the 

San Jacinto Valley. If you hadn’t already known, 

you might have tagged him as a senior faculty member 
from UCLA. 

Bright-eyed and bushy-tailed, someone had called him. 

It hadn’t been said unkindly; here he was, this tweedy 

old party, telling you about the water buffalo that chased 

him up a banyan tree. It had happened in the Philippines. 

You'd already heard about the ringtail monkeys in Borneo. 
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And you knew about the federal agents in Missouri who 
picked him up during Prohibition. 

The conversation had been about outboards. The two 
of you had already honored the cliche that boating means 
many things to many people. To your host, 67-year-old 
John Edwin Hogg, outboard boating had been a lifetime of 
adventure. 

When it came to cruising, here was the man who had 
pitched the opener. Hogg (rhymes with vogue) was an ex- 
newspaperman, submariner, writer-photographer, linguist 
and world-traveller. Few outboard skippers could match 
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John Edwin Hogg, right, and Frank Wilton at the old 
Columbia Yacht Club on Hudson river, New York City, 
after completion of their cross-country outboard trip.

his credits; the first man to make a transcontinental crossing 
of the United States by outboard; the first to make a run 
through the Panama Canal; one of the first to run from 
Alaska to Seattle; and, quite likely, the first American to 
run the Pasig river in the Philippines and the Barito river 
in Borneo—all of them outboard trips made more than 30 
years ago. 

Now John Edwin sat on the patio of his home overlook- 
ing the San Jacinto river in southern California. He’d been 
discoursing on smog in Los Angeles, traffic on the freeways 
and the fact that boating had come a long way since he had 
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pushed an 18-footer from Oregon to New York in 1925. 
“As a boatman,” he said, “I’ve always considered my- 
self about 30 years ahead of my time.” It was a matter-of- 
fact statement from a prophet who’d gone without honor. 
“Away back in the 1920's,” he said, “I tried to interest 
outboard motor companies in the development of house- 
boats. No one would listen. ‘Americans aren’t interested 
in houseboats,’ they said. Now look what's happening— 
houseboats everywhere, even here on Salton Sea. And 
mind you, Salton Sea is 245 feet below ocean level.”

“If John Edwin had difficulty convincing anyone of a 
future for houseboats, it hardly compared to his stalemate 
with the War Department in 1916. 

Before going overseas in World War I, John Edwin 
thought it fitting to demonstrate a parachute jump to Army 
brass. He enlisted the aid of Glenn L. Martin who was 
thoroughly amenable to the idea. 

John Edwin—still very much a youth—had been riding 
motorcycles ever since he received one as a graduation gift. 
He reasoned that a motorcycle, an infantryman and an 
airplane might add up to a worthwhile parlay. 

Accordingly, he managed to gather a covey of Army 
brass at what is now the Los Angeles municipal airport. 
While the gold braid looked on, John Edwin loaded a mo- 
torbike aboard Martin’s plane, climbed in himself and the 
two took off. 

As the plane circled the field, John tossed out his motor- 
bike which sailed to earth with its own chute. He then 
bailed out, retrieved the bike and scooted away at a daz- 
zling clip. 

Sorry, said the deep-thinkers, the idea has no possible 
military application. 

The inability of others to see eye-to-eye with John Ed- 
win is something to which the former newspaperman long 
ago resigned himself. 

Shortly after the market crashed in ’29, John Edwin 
found it necessary to buttress the family income with a few 
odd jobs. Among them was a freelance assignment from 
a book publisher. The publisher called, saying that he re- 
cently received a manuscript from Germany and that there 
might be a market for the book in the United States. He 
needed a translation of the manuscript and would John Ed- 
win mind doing the job? 

Hogg jumped at the opportunity for the extra work. He 
was so anxious for the assignment that he didn’t bother to 
ask for the name of the author or the subject of the book. 
The manuscript turned out to be “Mein Kampf,” written

by a fellow who was only beginning to feel his oats.: John 
Edwin was paid handsomely for the translation, one of 
the first done on the book. Nonetheless, he continues to 
rue the fact that more of his countrymen weren’t paying 
attention. 

John Edwin’s ability to handle a number of languages 
stems from years of travel and an insatiable curiosity about 
his fellow man and what makes him tick. Born in Kansas 
City, the son of an architect, he succumbed to the siren 
song at an early age. 

The Missouri river flowed sweet and gently. Young John 
would go swimming and float miles downstream, completely 
oblivious to the demands of a work-a-day world. By the 
accounts of neighbors, his father was wholly tolerant, only 
occasionally applying a T-square instead of the rod. 

If his father had any misgivings about his son’s educa- 
tion, they were soon to be dispelled. John Edwin acquitted 
himself neatly at the University of Illinois, spent two years 
in Germany at the University of Berlin, became a police 
reporter for the Kansas City Star and later for Los An- 
geles Express. He managed to pick up a pilot’s license in 
the days of barn-storming and, later, a commission in the 
naval reserve. 

Afield and afloat with John Edwin almost beggars de- 
scription. His early outboard adventures take on particular 
significance in this age of family boating. Today’s outboard 
owner is pretty much a sophisticate, what with push-button 
starting, boats af pastel pink and the availability of litera- 
ture which ranges from the proper selection of bottom paint 
to the preparation of cheese fondu in a 12-knot wind. 

It’s necessary to keep in mind that when John Edwin was 
doing his boating there were no marinas, no waterfront 
facilities, few charts and aids-to-navigation. This was in the 
1920s and the outboard motor in the years of Calvin 
Coolidge wasn’t the power plant it is today. Knuckle- 
buster had plenty of meaning. 

Hogg’s first significant trip, a passage through the 
Panama Canal, was made in 1924 when he was an ac-

credited correspondent assigned to the Pacific Battle Fleet. 
He was attached to the battleship California at a time when 
the vessel made port at Balboa. John Edwin learned that 
there would be a week’s layover. He went ashore, found a 
15-foot rowboat with a two-horse Evinrude and embarked 
on a run from Pacific-to-Atlantic. The crew consisted of a 
cadet from Annapolis and a swimming instructor from the 
Balboa Athletic Club. 

It’s quite likely that the toll levied by the captain of the 
port stands as something of a record. John Edwin was 
charged 75 cents for the privilege of locking-through— 
this, based in some nebulous manner on the fact that the 
going rate at the time was $1.25 a gross ton. 

Hogg and crew made their 52-mile passage in eight hours 
and 40 minutes, thoughtfully saving the gate tenders extra 
work by locking-through with a tug. John Edwin returned 
two days later on a passage that was relatively quiet—at 
least compared to a trip he made 10 years later when he 
went through Panama hauling a sea sled by truck and ox 
cart to the headwaters of the Rio Chipillo. 

John Edwin and his wife Ruth moved to Java in 1926 
when the former newspaperman joined the staff of the 
Royal Packet Navigation Company. The move allowed the 
Hoggs to roam the Pacific, absorb color and do some ad- 
ditional outboarding. 

Mrs. Hogg is a bright, demi-tasse of a woman with a 
keen wit and a bubbling sense of humor. John Edwin’s 
perigrinations are nothing new to her. On more than one 
occasion she has found herself the only white woman in 
a remote outpost, surrounded by savages, while John Ed- 
win calmly plotted a cruise. 

Such was the case in Borneo when Hogg ran a 12-foot 
dinghy down the Barito river from the town of Poer- 
oektjhaoe to Bandjermasin on the Java Sea. Mrs. Hogg, 
John Edwin and the dinghy reached Poeroetktjhaoe, in the 
heart of Borneo, aboard a stern wheel steamer. While 
the Dyaks made much ado about the diminutive wife of

the outboard skipper, John Edwin planned his run down- 
stream. 

The river voyage to Java was made by John Edwin in 
company with two youthful Dutchmen, one an army officer 
who provided an assortment of small arms. Mrs. Hogg 
discreetly chose to make the trip aboard the packet that 
had borne the party into the interior. 

The cruise was a succession of crocodile hunts, torrential 
rains and an astounding amount of film exposed by John 
Edwin in photographing monkeys, parrots, macaws and 
similar jungle jabberwocks. 

The fact that John Edwin was able to expose, and pre- 
serve, his film is a credit to him as a photographer. With 
Borneo lying on the equator, portions of the trip were made 
through steaming jungle, others under a blistering sun in 
temperatures of 105 degrees. Nonetheless, his photographic 
record appeared in numerous magazines and a file of nega- 
tives at his home in San Jacinto remains in mint condition. 

A year before he arrived in Borneo, John Edwin and a 
friend navigated a 16-footer across Laguna de Bay on the 
island of Luzon in the Philippines. They ran the Pasig 
river to Manila in a stubby sheet metal craft whose stability 
was largely dependent upon a framework of bamboo fitted 
to the hull. It was on this junket that John Edwin, in his 
enthusiasm to film wild life, was treed by a water buffalo. 
He’s given them a wide berth ever since. 

Let no one think that John Edwin’s adventures were 
simply derringdo. There isn’t a trip he’s made that didn’t 
come from careful planning and attention to detail. 
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no marinas, few charts or aids to 


“Saint Christopher,” he says, “seems to have ridden with 
me through two world wars, down a lot of rivers in small 
boats, in countless aircraft and in many naval vessels. By 
all the laws of averages, I shouldn’t have made out quite 
so well as I have. On the other hand, I claim to be some- 
thing of an expert in accepting calculated risks, including 
some that couldn’t be calculated very accurately.” 


While he credits advance planning for the success of 
many of his trips, John Edwin also exercises considerable 
caution. Even on the home front. “I’ve had seat belts in 
every automobile I’ve owned since 1920,” he says. “For 
Ruth and me, fastening them is part of every trip, like 
starting the motor.” 


Of all Hogg’s cruises, none is quite so dramatic as his 
transcontinental crossing of the United States in 1925. 
This incredible venture carried the label “Heaven, Hell or 
Hoboken.” Total distance: 5,680 miles from Astoria, Ore- 
gon, to New York City. With the exception of a single port- 
age over the Rockies, from the Columbia river to the head- 
waters of the Missouri, the entire journey was made by 
water. 


John Edwin was accompanied by the late Frank Wilton, 
a rotund, freckle-faced motion picture cameraman from 
Hollywood. Their boat was a beamy 18-footer planked 
with two-inch oak and bulkhead throughout. She carried 
built-in fuel tanks and was powered with a twin installation 
of Evinrudes. The craft was christened Transcontinental. 

The doughty boatmen shoved off from Astoria, May 
20, 1925. They departed in a rain of confetti, to fare- 
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navigation for Hogg's cross-country outboard trip 


wells from a local women’s club and amid a lot of civic 
oratory. At about the same time, bookmakers in New York 
were giving odds of nine-to-one the trip would never be 
completed. 

On the first day out, Hogg and Wilton were swirling 
through the rapids of the Columbia river when a deadhead 
Douglas fir, sixty feet long, crashed through the stern of 
their 18-footer. The log tore out most of the transom. 
Skipper and crew managed to get their craft into a can- 
nery at Eagle Cliff, Washington, where they underwent 
repairs. 

A week later, the voyagers pushed the Transcontinental 
through a 26-foot flood stage in the Willamette river to 
Portland, Oregon. Ultimately, they put into Grand Dalles, 
Washington, where their boat was crated for a trip by rail 
over the Rockies to Fort Benton, Montana, and the head- 
waters of the Missouri river. 

From this point on, it was a downhill slide of 2,280 miles. 
Their trip was to take them through the Missouri, Missis- 
sippi and Illinois rivers; through lakes Michigan and Huron; 
through the Trent Waterway into Lake Ontario; down the 
St. Lawrence; through the Richelieu and from Lake Cham- 
plain to the Hudson. 

John Edwin and friend were hailed as heroes at each 
port of call. The townsfolk at stops in Montana honored 
them with coyote hunts and rodeos. The temperature hit 
105 degrees at Wolff Point, Montana; several days later, in 
Chamberlain, South Dakota, the voyagers were ducking 
hailstones the size of onions. 

In their run along the Missouri, John Edwin and crew 
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were joined by Paul Jenkins, a reporter for the now-de- 
funct Kansas City Journal-Post. Jenkins met them mid- 
stream in a skiff called the Dickey Bird. The Dickey Bird 
was tied astern the Transcontinental and towed 400 miles 
downstream. It was a happy arrangement for it allowed 
Jenkins to write a lively account of his participation in the 
trip while Wilton, perched precariously on the bow of the 
Dickey Bird, cranked out several thousand feet of film 
from an angle not previously shot. 

As they chugged toward St. Joseph, Missouri, Hogg 
and Wilton were faced by a battery of shot guns and taken 
ashore by a sheriff's party which had mistaken them for 
moonshiners. Later, in the St. Lawrence, they were over- 
taken by a crew of highjackers in a fast inboard who were 
running whiskey in from Canada. A hearty crew they were, 
these rogues. They brought John Edwin up to date on 
local weather conditions and presented the crew of Trans- 
continental with a gift quart, bottled-in bond. 

Hogg and Wilton completed their trip at the old Colum- 
bia Yacht Club, on the upper west side of Manhattan, 
October 4, 1925. Their run had taken them 137 days. 
Including the 400 mile portage over the Rockies, they had 
traveled a total distance of 5,680 miles. 

It took the two boatmen nearly a week to complete the 
banquet circuit in New York. Their reception was on a 
par with those for aeronauts and channel swimmers. When 
the last hurrah died down, they boarded their scuffed up 
little rig and headed west across the Hudson to New 
Jersey. It was neither heaven, nor hell—but Hoboken.

which POPULAR BOATING commissioned as an inter- 

esting and profitable do-it-yourself project. The Sand- 
piper is a minimum cost craft that can afford much pleasure 
afloat for all the family. The designer built two for his chil- 
dren at an average total cost of $60 each. For Boy’s Clubs, 
Sea Scouts, or as a community youth program, several 
Sandpipers can be built at the same time with even greater 
savings, through quantity buying of materials. Complete 
directions are included in the following pages. Blueprints 
and detailed instructions are available from the designer, 
John Hayford, 77 Bellclaire Dr., Rochester, N. Y., for 
$4.00. 

The 13 ft. 8 inch sail boat is lateen rigged, very fast, 
quite wet, and capable of carrying about 400 Ibs. Her 80 
Ib. weight makes her simple to transport on cartop ski 
racks, and she is easily launched. Sandpiper can be rigged 
and afloat in minutes, and affords a fast, unsinkable, rugged 
boat for sportsmen of any age. 

INSTRUCTIONS FOR BUILDING: Read the directions com- 
pletely in order that a “means of attack” can be established. 
Notice that the paragraphs are set out in a logical sequence. 

1. The centerboard well, Fig. 1, is best made in two oper- 

ations. After cutting the parts out of mahogany and 
waterproof marine-grade plywood, glue and nail parts 
A to parts B, using “Anchorfast” type serrated nails. 
These can be clamped back to back while drying. In 
the second step, glue and nail in pieces C, clamp and 
set aside to dry. Use waterproof glue. 

The mast step, Fig. 2, may be solid or glued up. 

The bow piece, Fig. 3, may be solid or glued up. 

Cut out frames and transom according to the diagram 
and table in Fig. 4. Wherever stations on the blue- 
prints are given which are not on Fig. 9, the station 
numbers refer to inches from the bow and must be 
laid out on the plywood deck and bottom pieces. The

transom is of % in. mahogany, and, of course, is solid, 
the frames of % in. plywood. Lightening holes may 
be cut if desired. If holes are cut, leave at least % in. 
clearance from the plywood’s edge. Cleats are % x %4 
in. (See Fig. 8) 

The deck and bottom longerons are of %4 in. mahog- 
any with dimensions and cutouts as in Fig. 5. 

Set the deck longeron upside down on a flat section 
of floor or on a heavy plank (perhaps 2 x 8). Mount 
upon it, with glue, screws and nails, the bow piece, 
mast step, centerboard trunk and the frames as shown 
in Fig. 6. Note that the figure specifies the distance 
from the bow to a particular side (forward or aft) of 
each frame, and that the side of the frame the cleat 
is on is also important. 

The bottom longeron is now put into place, glued and 
fastened. Be sure that the deck longeron (on the floor 
at this point) remains flat. The bottom longeron will 
naturally try to lift the end frames, bow piece, and 
transom, but this must be prevented by fastening the 
Deck Longeron to the floor (or 2 x 8) with clamps or 
by propping the assembly down from the ceiling. 
Using a long, flexible batten to approximate a side 
plank, plane off the cut ends of the frame cleats and 
transom to conform to the curvature of the sides. Be 
careful not to remove any more wood than that which 
just allows the plywood frame to touch the side plank. 
Don’t remove any wood from the forward side of the 
transom. 

The side planks are % in. mahogany and should be 
roughed out as shown in Fig. 7, in order to save plan- 
ing later. The kerfing (saw cuts) on the inside sur- 
faces of the bow is necessary to permit bending with- 
out breaking the planks. 

Screw and glue the side planks to the bow piece. The 
screws should be countersunk and covered with plastic

wood or “Duratite” later. 

If the mast step has been glued up, dowel it to the 
deck and bottom longeron by putting two or more 
dowels thru it, top to bottom. 

When the bow piece glue is dry, bend the side planks 
around to fit the frames and transom. Make sure that 
the lower, or straight edge, is flush with the bottoms 
(actually the tops but at this stage the hull is upside 
down) of the frames and transom. After clamping the 
side planks to the transom, small cleats should be fitted 
and glued into each corner to help hold the transom 
in during later steps. 

The cleats at all frames and at the transom are glued 

and screwed to the side planks. The screws may be 
put thru from the inside or the outside. If the latter, 
then the screws should be in counterbored holes and 
plugged. 
The side planks and the bottom longeron are now 
planed off to present flat and fair surfaces for the bot- 
tom plywood planks. This is a step which is best done 
slowly (shallow plane cuts) and can only be “brought 
in” by eye. The desired shapes of side planks and bot- 
tom longeron are shown in Fig. 8. The straight edge 
should show no light at either end, in order to have a 
tight boat. Be careful in planning the between-frame 
curvature. It is quite easy to judge how the curve is 
progressing and where material must be removed by 
stepping back 5 to 10 feet and squinting along the side 
plank (from bow to stern or vice versa) rather than 
across it from the beam, and by bending a long, flexi- 
ble batten over the curve. This curve must be smooth 
without any sharp changes in degree. The beauty and 
performance of Sandpiper both depend on how well 
this step is carried out. 

The straight edge is used in conjunction with this 
sighting by sliding it along from bow to stern and re- 
moving the high spots noted. 

The bottom and deck planking is % in. “marine” 
grade plywood, such as U. S. Plywood’s Royal Marine 
Grade. 

If one doesn’t mind the work involved, 4 x 8 ft. pieces 
of ““%4” plywood can be spliced beautifully, bringing 
the cost from about 35¢ (for the 4 x 14 ft) to about

13¢ per square foot. 

Boatyards clamp the plywood on a stout table with 
the edges of the wood and the table aligned. Then 
they plane off material to make a scarf joint, the length 
of the scarf depending upon the severity of the im- 
pending bend. For this boat use a 3 to 4 inch scarf. 
Then the other piece to be spliced is scarfed in the 
same manner, but on the opposite face. To complete 
the joint, the scarfed areas are glued and then clamped 
between heavy members after first placing waxed 
paper between the plywood and the clamping mem- 
bers. If the span between clamps is great, screws or 
bolts thru the members and the plywood will increase 
the pressure and the strength of the joint. These holes 
are plugged later. 

I used a belt sander instead of the plane and got 
gluing pressure, even across the 36 in. deck splice, by 
sawing easy curves into the narrow edges of 2x4’s and 
edge-clamping these. The clamping pressure should 
increase until the curves are straight lines. 

The bottom and deck plank patterns are shown in Fig. 
9. These patterns are about an inch too large on the 
outside edges, to allow for errors and for shaping after 
fastening. 

Put a bottom plank in place and clamp loosely. The 
edge at the center of the boat should come fairly close 
to the boat's centerline, say—'% in., + NOTHING, 
and fit accurately into the bow piece. Inaccuracies at 
the centerboard well are best removed after the bottom 
plank is permanently in position. Remove the plank, 
spread glue on the edges of side planks, bow piece, 
bottom longeron, and transom, and then nail or screw 
the plank into position. Spacing of the fasteners 
should be no more than 2 inches. I used %4 in. “An- 
chor-fast” bronze nails with % in. diameter heads. The 
fasteners are only functional to hold and clamp until 
the glue dries. Afterward they are only added weight. 
One-half pound of nails will be more than enough. 

Install the other bottom plank the same way. When 
the glue has dried, plane off the excess plywood flush 
with the side plank. A hardwood rub strake along the 
centerline of the bottom planks is a good idea, for it 
not only takes punishment the hull might otherwise

Dacron sail made by the designer saved money, set 
well, and drives the hull efficiently. The sail can 
also be made by a professional at a nominal cost. 
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receive but hides the rough mating edges of the bottom 
planks as well. I used oak, 3/16 x 1 in. glued and 
nailed. 

Before putting the deck on, some provision should be 
made for draining the hull, as small leaks may develop. 
I put drain plugs made of pipe plugs and reducing 
bushings at the bow (on deck) and in the transom. 
See Fig. 10 for an example, but these can be as sim- 
ple as a cork on a string, to as clever as desired. 

Also before putting the deck on, the inside of the 
hull should be sealed to minimize water absorption. 
Thinned varnish or old paint will do. Be careful to 
get no sealer onto the mating surfaces of side plank 
and deck as a poor giued joint will result. 

With the upper surfaces of side planks, transom and 
bow piece ready they are spread with glue and the 
deck nailed down. The mast step and centerboard 
well should receive glue and be well fastened, keeping 
the centerboard slot area, which is to be cut out, clear 
of fasteners. When the glue is dry, the periphery is 
planed flush with the side planks and the centerboard 
well cut open. 

Drill the mast step, screw on the partners, (Fig. 11) 
mount the toe rails (Fig. 12), bridle (Fig. 13), and 
rudder fittings as per Fig. 14. It’s obvious that the 
mast step must be drilled accurately the first time. The 
mast should rake aft about 6 or 7 degrees. A jig may 
be helpful, or call in a couple of friends to line the 
brace and bit up from remote viewing locations 90 
degrees apart while you twist it. But don’t go too deep! 
Finish the boat as desired. The area of roughened 
surface is hard on bathing suits—other methods for 
Staying aboard may prove better. I'd suggest that the 
rough area alone (Fig. 15) be painted during the first 
coat of paint (mix about 2 teaspoon of fine sand in a 


half cup of paint and cover the area or buy a small 
can of “Non-Skid” paint additive compound. Then, 
on the second coat, paint the entire deck with un- 
sanded paint. This should leave a friction surface 
without so much abrasion. 

The boom, gaff and mast are shown in Figs. 16 and 
17. The metal tubing strengthens the mast greatly and 
reduces breakage when rolling the boat upright after 
a capsize. 

The rudder and centerboard are prettiest when made 
of mahogany and varnished bright, although 34” ma- 
rine plywood will suffice. Patterns are shown in Fig. 
19 with details in Figures 20 and 21. Tiller construc- 
tion is detailed in Fig. 22. The 2” diameter x 1/16” 
thick disks at the junction of tiller and rudder prevent 
abrasion of the rudder by the tiller. These disks are 
brass or stainless steel. 

The pulleys I used on the boom are sketched in Fig. 
23. The sheaves are 34” brass, synthane or aluminum, 
the cheeks just wider than the horizontal diameter of 
the sheave are of 20 gage stainless steel or brass. 

The sail pattern and directions are shown in Fig. 18. 
Sails may be of cotton, nylon, orlon or dacron. The 
weight of material should be about 3% ounces per 
square yard if synthetic, slightly more if of cotton. 
Lash the sail to the spars with a series of half hitches, 
the same hitch around the spar and through the grom- 
met of the sail. Hoist the sail, secure the haliard to 
the cleat and wrap the end around the mast to keep 
it out of the way. This isn’t very seamanlike, for it 
precludes dousing sail quickly, but with this craft the 
skipper expects the fun of a dousing in a rising wind, 
after which he has plenty of time to lower his sail, roll 
the boat upright, and continue. 

The centerboard is lowered into the well with the 
straight edge forward, the rudder snapped into place, 
and the sailor hops aboard, grasps the tiller and sheet 
like the reins of a spirited thoroughbred and—he’s off 
in a shower of spray. — G

CAPE COD WONDERLAND 


Pilgrims didn't like it, a U-Boat shelled it during 
World War I, but it’s a boating paradise for thousands of 
yachtsmen from all over New England and Manhattan

GES AGO when the last glacier began its retreat to 

the top of the world, it left behind a spit of sand 

reaching 70 miles seaward from the northern coast- 
land. Wind, wave and tide buffeted it. The spit shifted 
here, bent there, but endured. Perhaps the Vikings were 
first to see it. No one knows. History merely notes that 
Bartholomew Gosnold out of Falmouth, England in 1602 
named it Cape Cod. 

In the 350 years since Gosnold immortalized his taste for 
codfish, the Cape has had its ups and downs. Its sand 
shoals turned back the south-bound Pilgrims in 1620 and 
on November 11 the Mayflower Compact was signed in 
Provincetown Harbor. The forefathers found the Cape 
gritty and its Indians grumpy and after a month they de- 
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camped for Plymouth which has a rock. Still, New Eng- 
land was indeed born on Cape Cod. 

Cape Cod cradled the whaling industry too, and in the 
Golden Age of sail the Cape’s blue-water masters acknowl- 
edged no peers in clipper ship or barkentine. 

During World War I a U-Boat lobbed a shell onto 
Orleans Beach and more recently there has been a hurri- 
cane or two. 

But, if the Cape was not quite right for Pilgrims and 
not, perhaps, the kind of target a U-Boat captain would 
write home about, it is a wonderland for the Mid-Century 
boating man and he is writing home about it. 

Cape Cod is accessible. It is within a day’s drive of all 
six New England capital cities and Manhattan. Northeast

Airlines, the New Haven Railroad, and several bus com- 
panies service it. 

Cape Cod has a bounty of challenging and intriguing 
water. Its coastline, 300 miles around, is scalloped with 
sheltered bays, harbors, coves, inlets and creeks. Its face, 
400 miles square, is dimpled with as many fresh ponds as 
there are days in the year. 

Cape Cod is spectacularly sporting and quietly bewitch- 
ing. There are fish in the ponds and fish all around, ducks 
on marshes, deer in pines, quail and pheasant in scrub by 
cranberry bogs. There are high headlands, skying dunes, 
beaches with heath behind. Lighthouses flash, stages are 
lit in summer stock. Old churches toll old bells over li- 
chened headstones watching captains and cooks. Village 
greens, town halls, old elms. Boats chug, gulls cry. Cape 
Cod, colored like a patchwork quilt. 

To all these blessings natural and otherwise, the Cape 
Codder has added a wide range of facilities. He is, after 
all, a man long versed in the care and feeding of yachts- 
men. He is conservative, but resourceful. He took a boat- 
load of cradles to California in 1849 and hawked every 
one as an ore-panner. He may have boggled when the first 
of the latter-day mariners came bouncing down the road 
with outboard and boat trailered behind, though not for 
long. He set about building launching sites and at last count 
had finished 70 for an average of one a mile the length of 
the Cape from Buzzards Bay to Provincetown. And he has 
built marinas, some on his own, some with town, State or 
Federal cooperation, and he will build more. 

Marina is an ambiguous term, but it can be fairly said 
that the Cape now has 11 variously sized marinas (see 
chart). On the Vineyard Sound side there are five in Fal- 
mouth Harbor, one in Green Pond east of Falmouth, two 
in Osterville and one in Allens Harbor. On the Cape Cod 
Bay side there is one marina in Wellfleet and one in Barn- 
stable, both big ones. What might best be called “marina- 
lets” are legion, for every Cape Cod town with access to 
water offers yacht and small boat service of one kind or 
60 


Cruising yachts or small boats, 


Cape Cod's facilities are ample 


another. A Cape cruise, obviously, is limited only by time 
and prudence. 

The cruising man with a worthy boat under him often 
starts the Cape Cod phase of his journey at Woods Hole, 
the rock-bound, natural gateway between Buzzards Bay and 
Vineyard Sound. Here is the Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institution with its research vessels laying to the dock. One 
of them, Atlantis, is the largest ketch rigged ship in the 
world. Here too is the Marine Biological Laboratory, a 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service installation (the new one 
will have an aquarium) and the Landfall, an over-the-water 
restaurant with the saltiest of atmospheres. 

To the southwest stretch the beautiful and lonely Eliza- 
beth Islands: Naushon, Pasque, Nashawena, 12 miles down 
to the thrumcap Cuttyhunk, once famed and feared for its 
reefs, today sought for its striped bass and offshore fishing 
with guides such as “Coot” Hall. 

To the eastward of the Hole streams 70 miles of the 
Cape’s south shore. The island of Martha’s Vineyard is 
just six miles across the Sound. And, 30 miles beyond that 
is Nantucket. 

It is a picturesque passage, Woods Hole, but it can be 
unsettling at first sight because it looks for all the world 
as if a playful colossus had scooped up fistfuls of boulders 
and buoys and flung them helter-skelter into the water. Ac- 
tually the most important thing for the cruising man to 
remember is that when he enters the Hole from the west- 
ward he is considered to be leaving wherever he was and 
should drop all nuns to port right through to Vineyard 
Sound. If he manages to miss a buoy he will probably run 
up on a rock, undoubtedly draw an enthusiastic gallery of 
fellow boating men, and stay there until the Coast Guard 
pulls him off. While he is waiting he can have another look 
at U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey Chart No. 348 (Woods 
Hole) and reread the lessons on Woods Hole in the El- 
dridge Tide and Pilot Book 1959 and in A Cruising Guide 
to the New England Coast by Duncan and Blanchard (see 
bibliography). 

A chastened, perhaps caulked, cruising man now can 
push on with his exploratory voyage of Cape Cod. A mem- 
orable day will send him down the primitive Elizabeth 
Islands to Tarpaulin Cove, a hide-away of Captain Kidd’s 
it is said, to Robinson’s Hole, Quicks Hole and Cuttyhunk 
where there are servicing facilities and high on the hill at 
the Bosworth House, good food. From there he can run 
across the Sound and under the towering, painted bluff of 
Gay Head to Menemsha on Martha’s Vineyard. It is a 
striking harbor with its weathered shacks and swordfishing 
boats and if the cruising man has not eaten yet he should 
try the Home Port for lobster. The prevailing sou’wester- 
lies will freshen after noon and the leg back to Woods 
Hole can be a brisk one. Vineyard Sound always is boil- 
ing with tidal currents and when wind and tide are at odds 
it can be sloppy or downright rough. Of course the cruising 
man does not have to brave Woods Hole again. He may 
prefer to round Gay Head, giving Devil's Bridge plenty of 
leeway, spend a few days at Edgartown and reach on to 
Nantucket before striking the Cape again at, say, Hyannis 
where he can indulge himself at Abercrombie & Fitch and 
his wife herself at Peck & Peck. 

This is all fine fishing country the cruising man has sailed. 
Vineyard and Nantucket sounds are rife with bluefish and 
striped bass, while south of Gay Head ten miles past No- 
man’s Land in the open Atlantic are white marlin, school 
tuna, Mako shark and the lordly swordfish.

With the cruising man back snug in Woods Hole or 
Hyannis and ready to journey around Cape Cod it would 
be worthwhile to have a closer look at him. Because, it 
might well be that he is a portable, amphibious cruising 
man with trailer and outboard or no boat or trailer at all. 

As modern mariners know, given the gas, gumption and 
an able hull, an outboard boat can navigate almost any 
water. But, the unique fact of Cape Cod cruising is that 
by using launching sites, boat liveries and car-carrying 
steamers the portable, amphibious cruising man can, with- 
out taking any risks, enjoy as much of the Cape and islands 
as the blue water man. He can, in fact, see and do even 
more. 

From Hyannis the cruising man, now assumed to be 
portable and amphibious, will use Route 28, launching and 
poking about as he goes, until he meets U. S. Highway 6 
(the Mid Cape Highway) at Orleans. 

At South Yarmouth he can, and should, put in at Bass 
River which, historians believe, once sheltered Leif Erics- 
son and his band of Vikings. 

Out and in again goes the cruising man at the Herring 
River, Allens Harbor, Wychmere Harbor or beautiful Stage 
Harbor from which he can range the west shore of Mono- 
moy National Wildlife Refuge. From Chatham he can 
push off into Pleasant Bay and from Orleans into Nauset 
Inlet. Both are choice fishing areas shielded on the outer 
edge by the beginnings of one of the world’s breathtaking- 
ly magnificent beaches, 40 miles of dune and headland 
which Henry David Thoreau named Great Beach. A man 
could stand there, he said, and “put all America behind 
him.” So he can and since the beach will someday become 
a new National Park, thankfully he always will be able to; 
to wash his soul and ponder the wonders of nature. 

Down to Provincetown goes the cruising man. Here is 
the Pilgrim Monument and here Eugene O'Neill once 
wrote. There is summer theater also, and a busy harbor 
worth investigation. At Race Point is the very tip of Cape 
Cod and it’s time for the cruising man to turn around and 
start down the north shore or Cape Cod Bay side of the 
Cape. At Truro and Wellfleet he will rock in the water 
where whaling ships once rode at anchor and on the head- 
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stones in churchyards he can read the sea sagas lived by 
Cape Cod mariners in years past: 


Freeman Hatch 1820-1889 
He became famous making the astonishing passage in 
the clipper ship Northern Light from San Francisco 
in 76 days 6 hours an achievement won by no mortal 
before or since. 


There is a marina at Wellfleet today and a little way off- 
shore is Billingsgate Shoul, one of the best known striped 
bass rendezvous in New England. The cruising man will 
watch his wind and tide in these parts. A lee in Sou’wester- 
lies, Cape Cod Bay can become a cauldron when the wind 
backs to blow a Norther and heap surf on sand bars laid 
bare by a normal tide range of nine feet. 

At Orleans the cruising man will branch onto Route 6A 
to fetch Brewster where sea captains built gracious houses 
with widows’ walks and Dennis where Shiverick built 
clipper ships before Cape Cod’s fine timberlands were 
felled. Barnstable too was a town of seafarers. In the 
1850's it could count 63 shipmasters on the Seven Seas. 
Now, that many sportsfishermen may put out of the Barn- 
stable Marina after tuna in the course of one week. John 
Vetorino rigs his commercial tuna traps within a mile of the 
Barnstable beaches and hauls them in early morning and 
late afternoon. The cruising man can tie up outside the 
trap, and to see Vetorino and his hands gaffing the giants 
as they mill in the belly of the trap is an unforgettable 
spectacle, a mad and bloody business and the cruising lady 
may prefer to stay ashore and do a bit of antiquing. 

Below Sandwich, still sprinkled with Sandwich glass, the 
Cape Cod Canal cuts through the Cape. The cruising man 
can ride through on a fair tide hobnobbing with ocean- 
going ships along the way. Above him the Sagamore and 
Bourne bridges hum with traffic and the shores are lined 
with fishermen. 

The Canal will shoot the cruising man out into Buzzards 
Bay and if his car and trailer are waiting at Phinney’s 
Harbor he can work down the Bay a harbor at a time from 
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Are You a Pea Soup Peeper? 


Operating your boat without proper signal equipment is extremely dangerous 
and a violation of the law. In fog or other adverse conditions, it could result 
in a serious accident—even cost a life. 


Play it safe! Be sure your horn, whistle and bell meet Coast Guard requirements. 
If your boat is less than 26 feet, your horn or whistle must be capable of a two-second 
continuous blast with a range of half a mile. If it is 26 to 40 feet, the 
range must be at least a mile, and you must have a bell which produces 
a clear tone of full, round characteristics.

BLACK JACK - 24 


Here's a clinker-built sports skiff designed to be safe, 


fast, and efficient in rough seas and tricky inlets

S. Johnson on a boat has been recognized as a symbol 

of high quality material, design and workmanship 
whether the craft was a rowboat, sneak box, skiff or luxury 
cruiser. This Bayhead, New Jersey firm has engaged in boat 
design and construction since 1912. 

Latest hull to come out of the Hubert S. Johnson yard is 
the Black Jack 24, a clinker-built skiff in the best tradition 
of the firm. A glance at the rating sheet will show that it 
earns an above-average score or higher in all test categories. 
But no boat can answer all the requirements or dreams of 
every boating enthusiast; the Black Jack is no exception. 
Like boats of any type, she is a compromise. 

The Black Jack was designed primarily as a sports skiff 
that could handle rough water, make her way without 
trouble in and out of tricky-to-navigate inlets, and behave 
72 


F OR NEARLY A HALF CENTURY, the name Hubert 


herself well in any water suitable to a boat of her size. She 
can do all this and more. 

She was further intended to be a boat that would uphold 
the reputation of the late Hubert S. Johnson, which meant 
she was to be made of honest, carefully selected materials, 
put together with care and precision. She was not intended 
as a price boat, yet certain compromises were made so that 
she would carry an appealing price tag. But there are no 
hidden shortcuts to mislead the buyer. The standard Black 
Jack model, powered by a six-cylinder, 125 hp Chrysler 
Crown M47 engine, lists at Bayhead for $6550. 

Since comfort, durability and good seakeeping qualities 
were among the principal intended characteristics, speed 
had to be secondary. Her designer, David P. Martin, did 
not try to create the fastest skiff for its size one can buy. 
Her appointments are spartan, for she is not a sports run- 
about. This is no tea-party boat; three decades ago she 
might have been entrusted to rum-running, and today she 
will carry a fishing party safely and comfortably. 
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Wake of the Black Jack in a turn at full speed shows effect of the boat’s deep keel. 
Designed for rough water and tricky inlets, she has gentle banking characteristics. 
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The Black Jack automatically missed an excellent safety 
rating because her sturdily-framed and vented windshields 
are fitted with plate glass rather than safety glass. However, 
tinted Solex Safety Glass may be ordered as a $58 optional 
extra. 

Aside from this feature, plus an enameled surfacing on 
the cockpit flooring, there was nothing to criticize from a 
safety standpoint. Despite the fact that non-skid paints are 
harder to maintain in a bright, appealing condition, slickly- 
enameled cockpit flooring is undesirable as it becomes slip- 
pery when wet. 

Tests of the Black Jack were carried out under varied 
water and weather conditions: rain and sunshine, a 25- to 
30-mph wind that kicked up a chop on Barnegat Bay, and 


' 42° temperatures. Tests were also conducted on the Mete- 


deconk and Manasquan Rivers, as well as in the ocean off 
Manasquan Inlet. Fortunately, the snug-fitting Navy boat 
top, and generous windshield with side wings offer protec- 
tion from flying spray and chill breezes. The boat is rela- 
tively fine forward (has a sharp entry into the water to pre- 
vent pounding), and has soft chine lines. Her extremely 
soft ride is accomplished at only a modest sacrifice of after- 
cockpit dryness. A boat that is exceptionally beamy for- 
ward or one which has a radically flared bow section tends 
to pound heavily in choppy going or heavy seas. Of the two 
dozen boats reported on in POPULAR BoaTING, and the 
hundred or more tested for the series, the Black Jack is by 
far the softest riding and the most comfortable boat at high 
speed on a chop that I have encountered.

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Placement of mechanical controls and steering wheel are 
comfortable for the helmsman. Her front seat, just under 
six feet wide, is well placed and comfortably upholstered. 
The after-cockpit is exceptionally roomy because of her 
short foredeck. Laying to, her combination of round bilge 
and deep keel gives her stability so she doesn’t roll like a 
tub. She earned an above-average comfort rating. 

Small features that detracted from an excellent rating 
could easily be corrected without adding appreciably to 
construction costs. Limber holes with overboard drain 
tubes could be installed on the rear seat. This seat, 6'2” 
wide, tends to collect spray that does not drain away be- 
cause of a forward lip intended to secure seat cushions, a 
$55 optional extra. 

The Black Jack 24 rated an above-average in adaptability 
because of two features not a part of standard equipment 
on many similar boats: a marine toilet and a convertible 
pilot seat. Though designed as a day skiff, the Black Jack 
is fitted with a Wilcox-Crittenden marine toilet under the 
forward deck. A vented aluminum cane door hatch pro-

vides air circulation in the forepeak, with access through 
a lock-equipped door that’s approximately 22” wide and 
40” deep. Though deck carlings are only 3’10” above the 
forepeak flooring, a hinged hatch is located immediately 
above the toilet. 

The 5’10” helmsman’s seat back is secured in place by 
two heavy duty stainless-over-bronze slide bolts. These, 
like all deck hardware, hinges and securing hardware items 
throughout the boat, are of top quality, and impervious to 
salt water. The bottom of the seat back fits into a one-inch 
groove. When the bolts are withdrawn, the seat back can 
be lifted out and placed with its trailing edge supported on 
a cleat attached to the front of the engine box. The rest 
of the seat back is supported by shelves along the inner 
sides of the cockpit and helmsman’s seat. This forms a 
generously broad, though somewhat short, double bunk. 

If fitted with optional extra rear seat cushions, the aft 
seat will serve as a third bunk which measures 6’2” by 19”. 
The cockpit is 10’3” in length from the forward edge of the 
rear seat to the back of the front seat. It is 7’3” wide for- 
ward, and 6'2” wide aft. There’s plenty of room in this 
rear cockpit for a pair of fishing chairs, or a couple of 
folding cots to provide week-end cruising accommodations 
for a family of five. 

The Black Jack’s strongest characteristic is its durability, 
in which classification she easily rated an excellent. Her

stem is 244” white oak, reinforced by a glued and drift- 
bolted white oak knee that’s 6” deep by 2%” wide. The 
keel is either long leaf pine or oak, and extends aft one inch 
beyond the propeller shaft strut, which is secured at its 
upper end to the keelson and to the keel at its lower end. 
This 2%” wide keel is 14” deep below the location of the 
shaft log. It is one of the reasons for the Black Jack’s sta- 
bility and freedom from a tendency to broach when run- 
ning an inlet, and aids in preventing excessive rolling when 
running or laying-to in the trough of waves. 

Planking is cedar or Philippine mahogany, 17 strakes to 
a side. These are fastened with No. 10 copper nails riveted 
over copper burrs on 2” centers, with plank ends fastened 
with Everdur bronze screws. Since top quality southern 
cedar free from checks is difficult to obtain, Hubert S. 
Johnson may substitute solid plank Philippine mahogany 
in order to maintain quality. 

Frames are constructed of steam bent oak on 7” centers. 
Two main longitudinal girders, 2” by 8”, run from fore- 
peak bulkhead to the transom. Nineteen floor timbers are 
of sawed oak, and are drift-bolted to the keel. Engine beds 
of 2” oak are 6’8” long, bolted to the floor timbers. Deck 
beams are mahogany and fir sawed to shape. 

Steering is Ross drag-link, with galvanized rod connec- 
tions. Propeller shaft is 1%” diameter Tobin bronze, and 
the three-blade 14” x 10” bronze wheel is made by Federal. 

One feature that impressed me, and which was hidden 
from sight, was the 44-gallon gas tank mounted athwart- 
ships just forward of the transom. The rectangular tank is 
of Monel with three baffles, riveted and soldered over the 
rivets. 

Only one structural feature appeared to be weak. When 
I walked on the foredeck, the scribed mahogany plywood 
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decking lacked stiffness close to the windshield. Two means 
could be used to correct this: add an additional carling 
(these are 15” apart), or replace the 4” plywood with a 
minimum of %” or preferably %” ply. Hubert S. Johnson, 
Jr., present manager of the corporation, said that he would 
order a change of specifications to heavier plywood imme- 
diately. 

An item of deck hardware that didn’t appeal to me par- 
ticularly was the bow cleat’s size and location. I thought 
it was too small, and though it was bolted through the deck 
and deck carlings, it could possibly be torn free if the boat 
were taken in tow in a heavy sea. I would prefer to see a 
heavy towing eye bolted and backed through the stem, and 
a far larger bow cleat bolted all the way through the stem 
knee. The bow chocks, also appear a bit too light for a 
boat that weighs approximately 4100 pounds (4400 pounds 
with optional solid teak planked cockpit, foredeck and stub 
deck covering boards). 

Bedding compound used is the new Thiokol base syn- 
thetic rubber, and cockpit flooring is seamed with Interlux. 
The hull is given three coats of Interlux flat black; the 
bottom has two coats of red copper. All brightwork is 
Baltimore varnish. Keel, keelson, stem and floor timbers 
are treated with Cuprinol. 

Styling of the Black Jack was rated above average. Her 
design is graceful yet rugged from the fine clipper bow 
through the sweeping lines of the windshield and reverse 
curve of windshield wings that blends back to the tapered 
cockpit guard rail. Her business-like look in handling heavy 
water and her ability to ride at cruising speed without her 
bow lifted high gives her a fleet appearance. White boot- 
topping, combined with white trim of windshield and her 
black topsides, appears to lower her silhouette, belying a 
generous 37” freeboard forward and 32” freeboard aft.

Guard rails are fitted with %4” oval white plastic which, 
though less gaudy than the more traditional and more ex- 
pensive stainless steel, has proved to be extremely durable 
and fits in well with the basic color scheme. Stainless steel 
transom guards from sheer to waterline are standard. Her 
folding Navy boat top, also a standard item, is pale green, 
and is tailored to blend with the lines of the hull.

Final proof of any boat is her handling in the type of 
water for which she was designed. On a heavy chop the 
Black Jack rode as smoothly as many of her counterparts 
manage on a 4-inch ripple. She moved through the surge 
of waves and cross-currents in a narrow, swift-running 
ocean inlet with ease. She had no feeling of tenderness, 
and the only time any propeller torque reaction was notice- 
able was in a hard turn to port when she would tend to bank 
to the outside, then correct, and hold a tight turn at full 
throttle in a normal bank. 

Her fine bow and deep keel prevent wind from driving 
her off course when she climbs over wave crests with wind 
on either beam. Running with the seas, her deep keel also 
prevents her from losing her grip on solid water and let- 
ting a build-up of stern waves swing her around with the 
bow as pivot point. I was of the feeling that a little added

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rudder length would give her a bit more control and help 
overcome a somewhat lazy rudder response at non-planing 
speed. However, I wouldn’t sacrifice any of her good heavy- 
sea qualities and the multiple benefits of the deep keel for 
quicker steering response if more rudder failed to improve 
her or caused her to bury her bow in full-throttle turns. 

In general, the Black Jack’s performance characteristics 
are above average. 

Powered with the standard 125 hp Chrysler Crown en- 
gine and running at an instrument panel tachometer read- 
ing of 3500 rpm, the Black Jack made 21.5 mph over a

measured half mile going into the wind and a two-foot 
chop. Downwind she reached 22 mph. She was fitted with 
a 14”x 10” propeller, and might better swing a 14” x 11” 
wheel. 

The installation is direct drive. With a 1%2:1 reduction 
gearbox, which I don’t feel is necessary with this rig and 
which would add $150 to the price, she would probably 
pick up a mile to a mile and a half of added speed with the 
proper propeller.

BERMUDA 
BIRTHDAY 


This lovely Atlantic island, 
famous for blue-water sailors, 
is celebrating its 350th 


anniversary as a Crown Colony

ing of Bermuda. In May of 1609 a nine vessel supply 

fleet set sail from England for the new colony of Vir- 
ginia. In a Sea Venture, the flagship, which was wrecked 
on Bermuda’s reefs. All 150 sailors aboard, under the com- 
mand of Sir George Somers, reached shore safely in small 
boats and claimed the island for England. Later day Ber- 
mudians manned clipper ships and privateers during the 
18th and 19th centuries. 

Now the oldest self-governing colony in the British Com- 
monwealth, it has become a mecca for pleasure boatmen. 
Its 22 square-mile area is the home of 2,500 resident craft, 
and is visited by hundreds of ocean racers and cruisers 
from the United States, plus fleets of day-sailing classes 
which meet at Hamilton for International Race Week. A 
number of additional events have been scheduled as well 
for this anniversary year. 

Instead of clipper ships, day sailers are found on Great 
Sound today. Three classes of small yachts—International 
One-Designs, International 14-foot dinghies, and Luder 
16’s—are raced on Thursdays and Sundays throughout the 
year. The famed Bermuda fitted dinghies, as well as Fire- 
flies and Snipes, confine their activities to the summer 
months. Outboard motorboats are active the year around, 
but race only from May to October. 

High point for nautical Bermuda is the finish of the 
biennial ocean race from Newport, R. L, to Hamilton— 
a 660-mile blue water classic which began in 1906. Next 
year will mark the 55th anniversary of the race, with over 
100 yachts expected to take part. 

The sport of boat racing grew naturally in Bermuda, and 
with it came standards based on the prevailing type of 
popular and successful hulls and rigs. The famed Bermuda 
fitted dinghy was the result—a class that is regarded with a 
combination of awe and delight by foreign yachtsmen. This

14’1” deckless craft, peculiar to Bermuda, sometimes carries 
as much as 1,000 square feet of canvas—the bowsprit often 
longer than the craft itself. 

Bermuda’s fitted dinghy racing, sometimes called “acro- 
batic sailing,” is a sport quite different from racing else- 
where. The dinghy carries a normal crew of six, some of 
whom are ordered to jump overboard when the wind light- 
ens up. The delicacy of the Bermuda fitted dinghy is first 
demonstrated right alongside the dock before race starts. 
It takes one man aboard just to keep the boat upright. The 
hardest worker in the crew is the bailer who has a full time 
job keeping the boat from filling. 

The rules are different too. For example, if two boats 
on opposite tacks converge and either skipper thinks any 
part of his boat may touch the other, he may hail “hard-a- 
lee” and both boats have to tack. 

Organized racing in Bermuda is said to date from 1844, 
the year the Royal Bermuda Yacht Club was founded. It 
is interesting to note that today’s modern sail rig known 
as the Bermuda, or Marconi, is an adaptation of the rig 
used in Bermuda at that time. 

The first regatta was held in 1845, and in January 1848, 
the Lords of the Admiralty authorized the Club to fly the 
blue ensign of the British fleet, a distinguished honor for a 
colony club. 

The scene of most racing at Bermuda is Great Sound, a 
stretch of water running from north to south for two miles 
that is especially favorable for small boat sailing, for while 
there is a rise and fall of tide three and one half feet there 
are practically no currents. 

It was not until after the first World War that yachting 
in Bermuda began to assume international proportions. 
Bermudians commissioned a Bostonian to devise a one- 
design class of sloops measuring 20 feet on the waterline. 
Seven of these yachts were built abroad and shipped to the 
Colony and provided keen and interesting racing. 

In 1930 Bermuda yachtsmen placed an order with Bjarne 
Aas of Norway for three yachts built to the international 
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Boats from the U.

six-meter rule. They proved to be very fast and added 
another class to the existing fleet of seven one-designs. 

The Duke of Windsor, then Prince of Wales, presented 
a cup to the RBYC for six-meter yacht racing, and Ber- 
muda and American yachtsmen competed for the trophy 
annually until the six-meter class became dormant after the 
war. The trophy is now raced for by 5.5 meter yachts from 
the two countries. 

In 1935, five of the International One-Design class, also 
designed by Bjarne Aas, were brought to Bermuda, and 
Bermudians and Americans have been competing in these 
handsome craft every year since. 

There are now 11 boats of this class in Bermuda; the 
Colony’s top international men are Bert Darrell and Sir 
Bayard Dill. 

International 14’s—which Great Britain has made fa- 
mous—were introduced in Bermuda in 1946. There are 
37 of them in the mid-Atlantic resort. The leading skippers 
in this class are Hartley Watlington and deForest Triming- 
ham, both of whom have won international competitions. 

In 1945, the Luders 16 class was introduced to Bermuda 
and boats of this type competed in international racing in 
the Colony two years later. 

The Firefly class first made its way to the mid-ocean 
resort in 1950, and international racing in this class was 
begun in 1955. There are 24 of these in action and Hugh 
Masters is regarded as the top skipper in the class. 

Outboard motor boat racing was active in Bermuda as 
far back as 1913, but it was not until 1955 that the first 
formal competition was held. There are more than 100 
outboards in Bermuda waters and nearly 50 canoes. In 
addition, there are the countless cruise boats which take 
visitors through miles of beautiful inland waterways and 
the fishing boats which carry anglers as far as 25 miles out 
to sea to try their luck. 

Bermuda’s annual International Race Week brings to- 
gether International’s Luder’s, International 14’s and Fire- 
flies from the United States, Canada and Bermuda. 
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S., Canada and Bermuda compete here 


Luders 16’s reaching across Bermuda’s Great Sound 
during International Race Week. Races are held 
every Thursday afternoon throughout the year. 


The Bermuda Snipe Associates was formed in 1955, and 
in 1956 Bermuda was the site for the Western Hemisphere 
Championships with skippers from nine countries taking 
part. There are twenty-two active Snipes in Bermuda, most 
of them having been built abroad. 

The Royal Bermuda Yacht Club is the patriarch of Ber- 
muda racing. The club has an impressive location on 
Albuoy’s Point in Hamilton Harbour, and members meet 
there daily for lunch and cocktails and perhaps a bit of 
“Slosh,” traditional billiard game of the club. 

There are several other sailing clubs with somewhat less 
tradition: the Bermuda Sailboat Club, the Hamilton Dinghy 
Club, Sandys Boat Club in Somerset, the Southampton Boat 
and Sports Club, St. George’s Dinghy and Sports Club and 
the Spanish Point Boat Club. 

The most prominent yachting family in Bermuda through 
the years carries the name Trimingham; the two leading 
figures today in this family are Sir Eldon and his brother, 
Kenneth. When yachting was on the wane in Bermuda 
after the first World War, they helped introduce a class of 
one-designs to the Colony. 

The brothers also introduced the 5.5 and six meter class 
yachts to the mid-Atlantic resort, and were responsible for 
moving the Royal Bermuda Yacht Club from the business 
district in Hamilton to its present attractive location. 

In April 1932, the Triminghams skippered their six-meter 
Viking to victory in the Prince of Wales Cup series in Ber- 
muda over skippers from England, Scotland and the United 
States. Six years later they had the honor of representing 
Great Britain, on request from the Crown, in the Gold Cup 
six-meter series in Long Island Sound. 

A total of five Triminghams, including Sir Eldon and 
Kenneth, have served as Commodores of the Royal Ber- 
muda Yacht Club. 

Bermuda’s long tradition for seafaring, which began with 
necessity for transportation, has now made it one of the 
greatest sailing and boating centers for its size anywhere 
in the world. — G

HE distance from Ossining, New York, to Annapolis, 
Thesiana is not great by ordinary standards. By auto 

it is scarcely a seven hours’ drive. Yet when you 
substitute a 19 foot Lightning class sailboat with a three 
horsepower motor for a 200 horsepower automobile, and 
when, for straight, all-weather highways, you follow wind- 
ing, not-so-all-weather waterways, hours are changed to 
weeks, and the journey takes on new dimensions. 

It was with hopes of a pleasant and adventuresome 
voyage that I headed, single handed, down the Hudson 
River from Ossining. The first night out was spent almost 
directly under the George Washington Bridge, certainly the 
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most spectacular anchorage of the entire trip. Here the 
sunlit grandeur of the rocky Palisades gave way at dusk 
to ethereal bridge lights strung across the sky. I slept little 
that night but arose time and time again to watch car lights 
streaming across the bridge and to note the progress of a 
tug, fighting the current with a large tow, which stood 
almost motionless a few hundred yards away. 

The following day I challenged New York Harbor. It 
was cold and misty, and as I traveled along Manhattan’s 
waterfront I could see skyscrapers appear and disappear 
behind low-hanging clouds. 

At the lower tip of the island things began to happen.

of smaller boats including my own seemed intent on con- 
verging.

liner leave? Fortunately I did not have to find out. The 
passage through the bay was without further trouble, and 
I anchored that night in the shelter of Sandy Hook. 

The New Jersey Intercoastal Waterway is a fine, pro- 
tected inland channel extending from Manasquan Inlet to 
Cape May. The principal difficulty with this arrangement 


is 24 miles of open Atlantic Ocean down from Sandy Hook 
to Manasquan. 

At 7:45 am I rounded Sandy Hook. A gentle breeze 
blew from the northeast as I headed down the coast. 
Gradually the wind increased; I was really moving now; 
at this rate I would be off Manasquan in no time at all. 
The wind continued to increase, and I began to wonder 
if I would get there at all. Having done my sailing in 
protected waters, I was completely unprepared for the kind 
of waves a moderate breeze can pick up in the open 
ocean. Water came on deck with every wave. If I did 
not get to Manasquan soon I would be swamped. I looked 
at the shore, then at the chart. Where was I? If I should 
miss the inlet . . . Finally I located my position on the 
chart. The inlet was just ahead. I rode the seas into 
calm waters. 

From here on it would be easy sailing. As the weeks 
passed I fell into the easy rhythm of the days and nights 
which moved quietly over the great coastal marshes. Living 
on board was quite comfortable now. At night I propped 
the floor boards up to seat level and spread an air mattress 
and sleeping bag on them. There, protected by a canvas 
boat cover and mosquito netting, I could sleep in perfect 
comfort. Cooking was done on board, and indeed I felt 
I had all the comforts of home. Life under the boat covers 
was, to be sure, somewhat cramped, but frequent excur- 
sions ashore provided opportunity for exercise. 

I anchored one night as usual in a small winding creek. 
This creek was exceptionally small; so small, in fact, that 
there was scarcely space for the boat to turn around in it. 
As there was no room to swing at anchor, I dropped an 
additional stern anchor to hold the boat in place. Here 
in the snug security of this tiny anchorage, I raised the 
boat cover and cooked my evening meal.

sun silhouetted a huge thunderhead towering billow after 
sunlit billow into the fading sky. I unfolded my sleeping 
bag, crawled in, and waited to see what sort of show nature 
would put on for my benefit. I didn’t guess that I was 
to be a participant, not a spectator. 

All light faded from the sky. Only distant rumblings 
told of the approaching storm. The rumblings became 
louder and more frequent. It soon appeared that I was 
to have a spectacular show. Great streaks of lightning 
reached down from the sky. The wind began to howl and 
shriek through the rigging. I had been wise to choose

such a secure anchorage, to find a place protected from 
any storm. 

The wind grew stronger. The thunder cracked with an 
ear-splitting intensity. Soon the boat began to heel to one 
side and to lurch in the gusts. This lurching made me 
slightly uneasy, but I knew that the boat was capable of 
weathering worse than this storm. A gust of unaccustomed 
intensity struck the ship. We heeled farther and farther. A 
sickening feeling rose from my stomach into my throat as 
the boat rolled slowly over on its side and water came 
pouring in over the rail. 

It was impossible, incredible, but true. I worked my way 
out of my soaking sleeping bag. I was angry, angry with 
myself for having been lulled into a sense of false security, 
angry at the difficulties I would now have to face. Every- 
thing would be soaking wet. I inspected my gear. Most 
of my clothing and food was dry. Suddenly I realized 
that, although the boat was lying over on its side, very 
little water had actually come in. I looked outside. I was 
practically on the shore! The anchors must have broken 
loose, and the boat drifted into shallow water before cap- 
sizing. I thought of my foolishness for not anchoring more 
securely, yet if I'd done so I would have capsized in deeper 
water. What strange luck, I thought, brought me this close 
to disaster and then saved me from it. 

There was nothing to do but wait for the storm to 
subside. It seemed that this must all be a bad dream, but 
the wet cold told me it was real. 

The storm passed on. I righted the boat and bailed 
it out. After putting on dry clothes, I fell quickly asleep. 

Next morning I was on my way again. The days passed 
quietly. Pushed on by the faintest notions of a breeze, I

panses of marshes. Here I was truly alone, watched only 
by snowy white water fowl standing on tall legs above the 
marsh grass. 

At Cape May, northeast storm warnings were displayed 
as the result of a hurricane passing out at sea. I had planned 
to spend the night in a small winding creek, but with no 
desire to repeat past experiences, I headed for the marina 
across the bay. Here I received an excellent berth directly 
in the lee of a bulwark. Despite this, sleeping on board 
during the storm seemed impossible as rain kept splashing 
up under the boat cover. I resolved to sit up all night

only a few hours on the road trailering the boat 
back home. Next time I’d wish for a larger boat.” 


in the marina building, but weariness overtook me and I 
crawled into one of the boats in the showroom and fell 
asleep. 

As the storm passed farther out to sea, I was able to 
continue my voyage. Sailing up Delaware Bay, a school 
of porpoises followed me for a time. After the Chesapeake 
and Delaware Canal, I tied up at Chesapeake City, directly 
under a large highway bridge. This location, however, 
proved less than perfect because a flock of pigeons, unin- 
hibited by my presence, continued to roost in the girders 
overhead. 

The waters of Chesapeake Bay, more protected than the 
open ocean, were still rougher than I have desired for my 
little boat. Day after day strong winds kicked up the bay, 
making sailing difficult and often hazardous. The protected 
anchorages along the way, however, left nothing to be de- 
sired. When the wind was especially strong, I might remain 
for days in some cove, surrounded by autumn-tinted trees 
rising from the bank. Soon, however, I would be on my 
way again, and seven weeks out of Ossing, I arrived at 
Annapolis. 

The trip was over, I loaded the boat on a trailer, and in 
a few hours was back where I had started weeks before. It 
was not a long voyage, but it was full of experience. Per- 
haps if I made the trip again, I'd wish for a larger boat. 
Yet how much of the excitement and adventure of the voy- 
age I would have missed! I do not think sailing a larger 
craft, of any size, could provide greater satisfaction than 
cruising in a small one, and I am sure that, I sailed as peril- 
ous waters as I shall ever wish and come as close to ship- 
wreck as I shall ever want to be. — G

beautiful and unspoiled

HOUGH YOU CAN apply the words “strewball” and 
T iver” to only a tiny fraction of the millions of 
Americans who are navigating six million boats down 
the country’s waterways this year, a minute minority afloat 
can cause as much devastation as a plague of locusts loose 
in a field of wheat. Along with today’s upsurge of interest 
in boating, we face a space limitation aggravated by an 
ugly problem—garbage disposal on our inland waterways. 
In Michigan’s Crawford County, where the headwaters of 
the AuSable and equally well-known Manistee River lie 
almost side by side, boatmen and conservationists are re- 
solving the problem that has assumed national importance. 
The Manistee flows west to Lake Michigan, while the 
main branch of the AuSable is a meandering stream that 
winds over a two hundred and forty mile course eastward 
from Grayling to Oscoda, where it finally empties into 
Lake Huron. On the AuSable, there’s a steady four-to-six-

mile an hour current to push a canoeist, brief portages past 
six power dams, and plenty of public camp grounds avail- 
able to cruising families. A percentage of Michigan’s six 
hundred million dollar annual tourist business paddles 
down the AuSable but there have been increasing numbers 
of complaints. Suddenly, shocked authorities realized that 
discarded bottles, tin cans, innertubes, paper plates, and 
other unsightly debris threatened to change their wilderness 
river into a backyard garbage heap. They had to act fast. 
Dramatically illustrating the litter problem and a poten- 
tial solution, the people of Crawford County are engaged in 
an “all-out” campaign to educate their river-running 
visitors, while the clutter is removed and the legislature 
battles over the questions of stringent penalties coupled 
with adequate enforcement. “It’s not easy,” said lodge 
owner Jack Mason recently. “One youngster peeling the 
bark off a birch along an acre of river bank doesn’t detract 
appreciably from the beauty of the surroundings, but

piling up. “I wish we could use a 
paddle on perennial litter-bugs,” said 
a harried scoutmaster. “Unless every- 
body regards this as a personal prob- 
lem, my boys won’t be able to take 
their children cruising through any- 
thing but polluted water.” 

Most Michigan tourists are respond- 
ing to newspaper appeals, radio talks, 
sportsman council meetings, posters, 
and the distasteful evidence before 
their eyes. Grayling boat liveries in- 
clude a portable trash bag with every 
rental nowadays, and their owners 
make a personal appeal that they be 
utilized. The AuSable River Guides 
Association has erected signs along the 
banks and at launching sites which say, 
among other things, “It is unlawful to 
throw any rubbish in the river, lake, or 
along the highway, or to dispose of it 
in any way except in provided con- 
tainers or authorized dumps. It is un- 
lawful to cut or mutilate any green 
trees. Please help us keep our coun- 
try clean and green.” 

Anglers’ luck can be spoiled when 
under-water rubbish fouls up the lines. 
The appearance of any lake or stream 
is easily destroyed by a pileup of film 
cartons, gum wrappers, or bottle caps. 
In the case of Grayling, only 200 miles 
north of metropolitan Detroit, the eco- 
nomic importance of the litter problem 
is emphasized, since about 75 percent 
of the permanent residents of Crawford 
County are engaged directly or indi- 
rectly in the vacation business. Boating

speed of his present boat and engine, or to set up a 

faster rig, he must understand the factors that affect 
hull speed, power plant speed, and the proper mating of the 
two for most efficient results. 

In this chapter we will restrict our discussion to some of 
the major factors that have an effect on the performance 
of the outboard motor. 

First you must accept the fact that two outboard motors 
of equal horsepower rating may not necessarily produce 
equal speed on two identical boats. This is true of motors 
of identical make and design, but not in the same state of 
tune or mechanical repair. Also, motors of identical horse- 
power rating may give varied performance on boats of dif- 
fering design: one motor that gives excellent high speed 
characteristics on a lightweight hull may not give as much 
speed on a heavier hull as another motor put through the 
same comparison. 

Horsepower is based on an inflexible formula, yet horse- 
power ratings can be misleading. A “horsepower” is a 
time-rate measurement of work representing the physical 
effort required to lift 550 pounds one foot in one second. 
This is expressed as 550 foot pounds per second. 

For the purpose of establishing power ratings of various 
outboard motor models, horsepower measurements are 
made. Motors are stripped of lower end components: drive 
shaft housing, drive shaft, and all paraphernalia below. The 
motors are then placed on a dynamometer (a power 
measuring device) and the throttles are opened to full 
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power. It is this power, developed at the crankshaft, that is 
measured. The engine is then rated at a given horsepower 
at the motor speed (rpm) at which it has developed. 

While the method used to measure horsepower is invaria- 
ble, the method used to rate this measurement varies among 
motor manufacturers. The Society of Automotive Engi- 
neers has established a standardized testing code which is 
adhered to regardless of what horsepower certification the 
manufacturer advertises. Thus an O.B.C. (Outboard Boat- 
ing Club of America) rating is one done under O.B.C. 
supervision in conformance with S.A.E. standards. The dif- 
ference in advertised horepower ratings is based on whether 
a manufacturer advertises the peak horsepower attained 
under dynamometer check, or more conservatively rates his 
motor at less than peak rating. 

In essence, since manufacturer’s policies vary, one motor 
may incorporate reserve power above that advertised. By 
contrast, another manufacturer may advertise a “flash” 
horsepower reading, one which can be reached and main- 
tained safely for only a short period. In either case, the 
motor is usually a random-selected production model. 

At the time of rating, the certifier will correct power 
ratings to those which the engine would produce at the 
measuring standard of average sea-level atmospheric condi- 
tions (14.7 pounds per square inch atmospheric pressure 
and 60 degrees F. temperature). Thus a motor operated 
at high altitude may never reach its full rated horsepower. 

Motors in the same horsepower bracket may vary con- 
siderably in design. Some manufacturers lean toward multi- 
cylinder, small bore, short stroke engines. Others favor 
larger bore, longer stroke engines. Bore is the diameter 
of a cylinder; stroke is the maximum distance a piston 
travels as it slides from the head of the cylinder to the 
base. 

Since horsepower is related to cubic inch displacement, 
engine revolutions per minute, and Mean Effective Pres- 
sure (which we will describe later), some engines develop 
their rated horsepower at higher rpm than others. As an 
engine owner, you should know not only its maximum 
rated power, but also the rpm at which this power is de- 
veloped. Your operator’s manual will contain this informa- 
tion. You should also know whether an increase in rpm 
would result in a power increase above the advertised 
rating. 

Every motor has an inherent “horsepower curve.” This 
curve will be similar for all models of identical design, and 
it indicates the horsepower developed throughout the engine 
rpm range. Up to a point, the faster an engine rotates, the 
more power it develops. Beyond this point there is no fur- 
ther power increase; in fact there will be a decrease in 
developed horsepower. 

A number of factors cause this. Fuel induction is one 
limitation. As speed of rotation increases, more and more 
fuel must be induced into the cylinders, or the MEF 
(Mean Effective Pressure) on the pistons, the force that 
causes them to turn the crankshaft, will be lessened. 

You may wonder how a racer can operate an outboard 
engine 500 to 3000 rpm above the stock engine’s peak, and 
get more power from it. Why doesn’t the racer’s increase 
in rpm result in a power loss? What the racer does to pro- 
duce more horsepower at higher-than-stock rpm is to make 
certain changes in his engine. One such change is to alter 
ignition timing. (It is suggested, however, that no pleasure 
boat owner change his motor’s spark timing on the basis of 
these remarks until further articles in this series have made 
clear when it can be done to advantage and when it may 
result in no increase in power, and perhaps mechanical 
damage.) 

A spark is produced in each cylinder of a two-cycle

engine once during each piston stroke sequence. The pis- 
ton, in moving from the crankcase toward the cylinder 
head, compresses the fresh charge of fuel vapor. As the 
piston nears the top of its stroke, a spark jumps the gap 
between the spark plug electrodes. Combustion occurs, and 
the burning air-fuel mixture expands rapidly. The ex- 
panding gasses exert pressure on the crown (top) of the 
piston, forcing it away from the cylinder head for the power 
stroke. Just at what stage of piston travel the spark is pro- 
duced is vitally important. 

Spark timing is established originally by the manufac-

turer, and all motors of each model have the same timing. 
However, this timing can be changed purposefully to ad- 
vantage on a new engine, or to compensate for wear and 
lack of maintenance on an old engine. 

Every two-cycle engine is fitted with some means to 
vary ignition timing, either manually or automatically, as 
speed is increased or decreased. This is the purpose of the 
exposed spark lever on modest-sized engines intended for 
tiller bar operation. Those with remote controls are fitted 
with a linkage coordinating throttle and spark advance. 
Later in this series we will explain this feature in greater 
detail and show how best adjustment of this linkage can be 
made to gain maximum performance. At this stage, how- 
ever, we want to mention only that as engine speed in- 
creases, time allotted for fuel combustion in the piston 
stroke sequence is lessened. By advancing ignition timing, 
the hop-up man is permitting the expanding gasses to per- 
form their job at a better time in the firing sequence to pro- 
duce more effective work at that piston speed range. 

The person desiring maximum speed from his rig is also 
faced with the problems of inducing more fuel-air mixture 
into the cylinders at higher engine speeds, and getting rid 
of the burned mixture after combustion. If the engine is 
equipped with conventional leaf or reed type valves, these 
can be modified in a number of ways to provide a larger- 
than-stock fuel charge. This will result in more power 
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developed in the high rpm range. Modifications to exhaust 
ports and manifolds are important to this engine “breath- 
ing” efficiency as they not only eliminate back pressure, 
which would leave part of the burned charge in the cylinder, 
but allow the exhausting gasses to help draw the fresh 
charge into the cylinder. 

Methods for making these alterations will be covered 
later. We mention them here to indicate that though every 
motor has an inherent rpm-horsepower curve, this curve can 
be altered to gain more speed and power from the motor. 

As noted above, an engine’s rated horsepower is cor- 
rected to average sea level atmospheric conditions, and that 
it is measured off the crankshaft. Assume, for example, 
that a buyer purchases a motor rated at 40 hp. The public 
seems to believe that this is the power delivered to the pro- 
peller. This is not true; however this distinction about 
whether the 40 hp is developed at the crankshaft or pro- 
peller is relatively unimportant to the consumer who knows 
what performance to expect from a 40 hp motor. 

Still, you should have an understanding of where power 
loss occurs in a motor. At the time of rating, the exhaust 
manifolds or expansion chambers are removed so the en- 
gine exhausts directly into the atmosphere, instead of under- 
water. Air intake silencing devices on the carburetor are 
also removed. The permissible removal of these items 
allows the engine to operate more efficiently and record 
a higher horsepower than possible with the engine fitted as 
it will be sold to the consumer. 

Further power loss takes place in the driving train from 
crankshaft to the propeller shaft tip. There is a frictional 
loss at all bearing surfaces (extent of loss depends on con- 
dition and excellence of the bearings), and in gears linking 
drive shaft and propeller shaft. 

Many motors now incorporate a pump for circulating 
cooling water. A certain amount of horsepower is used to 
drive this. A generator may be added to the engine’s power- 
head on electric models; this too uses some of our theo- 
retical 40 horsepower. 

However, don’t feel that manufacturers are dishonest in 
advertising crankshaft horsepower. This has long been 
standard practice in the automotive industry, and the 
present-day car buyer receives a far smaller percentage of 
advertised horsepower than the outboard motor buyer. Yet 
the car owner, like the boat owner, has learned what to 
expect from an engine of a certain advertised horsepower. 

The outboarder is dealing with a different set of driving 
factors for his vehicle than is the automobilist. While the 
auto operator is able to shift gears to adjust for engine load 
conditions (or has it done for him automatically) , the boat- 
man has no means to alter power application to his boat. 
He is stuck with one gear ratio and cannot shift down to 
a lower gear when his boat is under load. 

The lower unit of the outboard motor is fitted with a 
reduction gear, the ratio specified in the owner’s manual in 
terms of two figures such as 12:24 or 14:23. This means 
that the driveshaft gear, which rotates at the same speed as 
the crankshaft, has 12 teeth, and it meshes with a 24-tooth 
gear on the propeller shaft; or in the second example, a 14- 
tooth driveshaft gear meshes with a 23-tooth propeller shaft 
gear. In the first example, the gear ratio may sometimes be 
expressed as a 2 to I ratio, as the crankshaft rotates twice 
for each revolution of the propeller. 

Here, of course, may lie one inherent difference in two 
motors of the same rated horsepower. If one has a ratio 
of 12:21, the other a ratio of 14:19, the latter will give 
faster propeller speed at any engine speed because the ratio 
of drive to driven gears is closer to one-to-one. 

Many considerations enter into a manufacturer’s choice 
of gear ratios. These include weight of engine components, 
number and type of bearing surfaces that take the load

A factor seldom considered by the outboarder is the ef- 
fect of weather and altitude on the ultimate speed of his 
boat. Many owners who have operated their motors along 
coastal areas during the spring have been distressed at the 
poor performance given by the motor in the summer on 
a trailer trip to a high inland lake. What has happened 
is that the higher altitude offers a lesser air density, and 
the engine is thus consuming a reduced fuel-air mixture. 

With less oxygen available in the air at higher altitudes, 


For proper performance, all ignition components 
must be in perfect condition. This includes 
proper gapping of spark plugs, magneto points. 


carburetor settings must be adjusted so that less gasoline 
will be metered into the intake manifold. Since power devel- 
oped depends on the weight of fuel-air mixture the motor 
can burn per minute, this lesser amount of oxygen and the 
reduction in gasoline must result in a power loss. Even at 
sea level, the general summer conditions of high tempera- 
ture, lower barometric pressure, and high humidity all com- 
bine to reduce engine horsepower output. 

Because of this summertime power loss, the propeller 
that may have been proper during the spring months will 
suddenly prove to be too large for the engine’s reduced 
output. And with its lessened efficiency, the overly-large 
wheel for existing conditions will further bog down the 
motor’s performance. 

Though it will be impossible to regain the power loss 
caused by weather and altitude effects, there need be no

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corresponding speed loss. Here’s what can be done. The 
motor can be fitted with a propeller of smaller pitch so 
that it will regain lost rpm, particularly if it is going to be 
operated at higher altitudes. New carburetor jets can be 
installed to replace jets intended for sea level operation, 
and needle valves can be adjusted for a less dense atmos- 
phere. 

If, however, your motor is one that was rated on the con- 
servative side, and the curve shows that power continues to 
increase at engine speeds above the rpm at which it was 
rated, you will be able to get full advertised horsepower by 
increasing the motor’s rpm approximately 3 per cent for 
each 1000 feet increase in altitude as long as the power 
curve allows such an increase. 

It is important to remember at this stage that two factors

are involved in making use of the horsepower potential of 
your moto:: the engine must be in top mechanical condi- 
tion, and it must set up properly on the boat with correct 
transom height, engine angle and propeller. These condi- 
tions will allow it to reach its full rated rpm. 

A motor rated at 40 hp at 4500 rpm, for example, will 
peak out at 4000 rpm if its mechanical condition is poor, 
or if it is set up on the boat incorrectly. At this point, as 
indicated on its known curve, it will be producing only 
35 or 37 hp. 

If the speed fan can tinker with an engine and make it 
produce more power, why doesn’t the motor manufacturer, 
with far more facilities and highly-trained engineers avail- 
able, make the speed-producing changes in the first place? 
There are many reasons. 

Each production motor model is a compromise, and this 
compromise may affect one or more of certain desirable 
characteristics: dependability, starting ease, or smooth 
running at slow speed trolling ranges.

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maximum air induction by use of some form of air intake 
silencer. 

Some outboard models, due to design of intake valving, 
do not inherently create an intake roar. As a result, they 
are not fitted with an intake silencer. So if the venturi, 
or air intake hole at the air inlet end of the carburetor is 
not fitted with any appliance covering the intake, don’t 
tinker with the internal parts of the carburetor at this stage. 

The lower unit and its condition is another factor that 
will affect speed. These units are pushed through the water

by the propeller. Motors of varying manufacture are fitted 
with lower units of differing design, and the size and con- 
figuration of the unit will determine the amount of hydro- 
dynamic power loss. 

In recent years a number of manufacturers have carried 
an identical powerhead over from one model year to the 
next, but have restyled the lower unit. One of the major 
reasons for such redesign is an effort to cut down under- 
water drag and increase engine efficiency. An accumula- 
tion of marine growth clinging to the lower unit or 
excessive corrosion built up on its surface will increase its 
drag. Condition of gears in the unit also will have a definite 
bearing on boat speed, and frequently the state of gear wear 
is in direct ratio to the care the owner has taken to see they 
are properly lubricated. 

So, as a starter in gaining more speed from your out- 
board outfit, you must be certain the engine is delivering the 
full potential output inherent to its stock design before 
attempting any alterations or modifications to it. — G

Sometimes called the most beautiful setting south of the Maine Coast, these islands are highly 
popular among yachtsmen despite the fact that the principal anchorages are frequently subject 
to swells rolling in from the Sound. In good weather and in the daytime, it is easy to entet 
but since these islands are unlighted and there are a great many of them within a mile radius, 
entry at night or in a fog can be difficult. The most popular anchorages lie between West Crib 
and Money Island and between Pot Island and High Island. The latter anchorage is somewhat 
exposed to the southwest. Depths are 13 to 18 feet, soft bottom. There are no facilities here 
for dockage or provisions. Supplies may be obtained at Stony Creek, one mile to the north, 
or Pine Orchard which is a little further away but easier to get into. These are the Thimbles, 


a picturesque group of islands off the Connecticut Coast.

LOST

GLADES

wife and I decided to take a vacation from our vaca- 

tion. It was to be a fishing trip, out to Cay Sal, in 
the straits of Florida, between Key West and the coast of 
Cuba. An old man of the sea by the name of Hemingway 
had told us of the heavyweight sport fish that waited to be 
taken in the deep waters around that towering rock. 

But storm warnings were up, day after day, while our 
charter boat, The Tramp, and her leathery, daredevil 
skipper, Bob Ikerd, waited patiently for us at their slip on 
the Gulf side of Lower Matecumbe, a link in the green 
chain of Florida Keys. Once we even ventured out on the 
Atlantic side of the Keys, but heavy seas drove us back to 
shore. By this time my wife and I and our two boys, and 
some friends, were established aboard The Tramp. Stirred 
by sea fever and tropical wanderlust, we implored the 
skipper to take us somewhere. 


N INE YEARS AGO, vacationing in Key West, my 
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“A familiar mangrove formation appeared 
again ... We were going around in circles. 
Someone remembered that a famous jockey 

had been lost here and never found again. 

The Glades are rife with stories of death 
by exposure, red bugs, red ants, mosquitoes.” 


“We could run inside, across Florida Bay, over to Cape 
Sable, and up the rivers running into the Glades,” Ikerd 
said. 

A little while later we were threading our way through 
the mangrove keys that dot the shallow water of the Bay, 
off the southern coast of Florida. A sign rising out of the 
yellow-green water informed us that we were entering the 
Everglades National Wild Life Refuge. We sailed past rook- 
eries, small mangrove islands safe from marauding coons 
and snakes and the other relentless enemies of the birds. 
Here we saw our first plume birds—the long-necked, im- 
maculately white American egret; the smaller, aristocratic 
snowy egret; the great blue herons; squadrons of white 
pelicans; and even a few roseate spoonbills, birds ungainly 
and broad-billed on the ground but beautiful in flight, their 
wings so delicately pinked, their underwings as crimson as 
a tropical Florida sunset. Almost extinct 40 years ago, 
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when the plume hunters were slaughtering plume birds of 
every color for the flourishing ladies’ millinery fad, they 
were now protected by the National Audubon Society. 

Hour by hour the fascination of this unique and prac- 
tically unknown corner of America caught our imagination. 
We began to forget about the marlin and the dolphin and 
the piscatory triumphs that might have awaited us on the 
deeper, ocean side of the Keys. Instead of being gamefish 
hunters, we were being converted into bird watchers and 
neophyte Evergladians. 

Now the shoreline was fringed with mangrove—but giant 
black mangrove a hundred feet high. We came to the 
mouth of a great river—Shark River it was—one of many 
unknown rivers, including Lostman’s, Harney’s, Broad, 
Barron’s, Roger’s, cutting inland from the Gulf and subtly 
changing from salt to brackish to sweet as they mingle with

PORT CLINTON, OHIO 
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the flow of fresh water pouring out in a southwesterly di- 
rection from Lake Okeechobee, a weird healthy-water 
swamp hole a hundred and twenty-five miles in circum- 
ference, the natural reservoir that spills its overflow cen- 
tent for a hundred Venetian miles south into the Bay and 
southwest into the Gulf. 

Shark River is wide and silent. The mangrove grips its 
banks like the gnarled claws of the eagles that perch in its 
top branches. The river bank is composed of countless 
thousands of these gnarled claws or thickened fingers— 
thrusting down into the mud and holding on. They are 
called the land-builder, for these entwined trunks accumu- 
late around them fallen leaves and floating jetsam and silt 
until a kind of primordial land is formed, providing or- 
ganic hospitality for other life forms. These are ancient 
trees, and around them minute by minute, day by day, 
decade by decade, millenium by millenium new land is 
forming. The miracle is taking place—if you have the 
imagination to picture it—before your eyes, and you specu- 
late that the world might have looked something like this 
in the first days of creation when the world was all water 
and first land was beginning to rise out of the sea. The water 
is shallow here and our boat moves slowly. The only 
sound is the lapping against the hull, and the cries of the 
red-headed or pileated woodpeckers and other birds. 

From the Shark River we have moved into the Little 
Shark, and now the waterways twist themselves inte a 
desperate guessing-game labyrinth—each rivulet forking 
off in three, four, five directions, curling around identical 
mangrove tangles. No wonder the Seminole Indians, in 
their legendary struggle for survival against element- 
ravaged American regiments, could pole off into hidden 
waterways and disappear into the flat, oppressive, secretive 
land-and-water-scape of the Glades. 

The day passes in eventful uneventfulness. Our boys 
boat a mess of catfish with bread for bait—a far cry from 
the flashing Gulf Stream trolling for sailfish in the blue 
water on the Atlantic side. A swallow-tailed kite—so aptly 
named—power dives over and over again to within a few 
feet of the nose of an eagle threatening her nest. An 
awakened ten-foot alligator splashes out of its crawl. A 
number of two-foot ’gators watch us with their cold slit- 
eyes raised a fraction of an inch above the water level. 

Now The Tramp, a forty-four footer, could move inland 
no further. So we lowered the skiff, with the bravado in- 
tention of following these waterways inland, northeast, in 
the general direction of Miami, as far as we could go. Soon 
we were leaving the Chinese puzzle of mangrove keys and 
brackish channels behind. The saline marshes were giving 
way to a more varied fresh-water jungle of dwarf cypress, 
palms, live oak, pine, and the indomitable yellow-green 
saw grass that marks the true Everglades. 

But this is not all water, for the boundless river of grass 
is punctuated with tens of thousands of hammocks—or 
small islands rising out of the shallow water and grass—high 
ground providing relief from the fierce monotony of saw 
grass. These hammocks are fertile, and from them rise 
great stands of cypress, that ancient scarecrow tree that 
plays dead but manages to outlive every other tree on earth. 
And there are pines and tall palms and great oaks festooned 
with Spanish moss. It was to these hammocks that the 
Seminoles withdrew when the white man broke their 
treaties and pressed them back from the coasts and south 
from the solid land north of Okeechobee. On these ham- 
mocks they planted bananas and squash and mangoes. 
From these hidden islands in their uncharted saw-grass sea 
they fought a thirty years’ war, moving their wives and chil- 
dren with them in their long, slender, shallow-draft cypress 
dugouts, a war of hit-run-and-hide that confounded Amer- 
ican troops for generations, and finally ground to an uneasy 
halt—the only official war the United States engaged in and 
never won.

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It was not only the unbending pride of Osceola and Billy 
Bowlegs and other Seminole chieftains that prevailed. The 
terrain also prevailed. As you move through the crazy-quilt 
pattern of hammocks, you feel you have discovered at last 
a wilderness that man has never conquered, that defies the 
best of our efforts to subdue it, civilize it, tame it. 

On our return from the saw-grass prairie and the narrow 
creeks low-bridged with vine-covered branches, we suffered 
one of those crises better suited to the hairy-chested men’s 
magazines. 

The star game fish of the Glades rivers and lakes is the 
muscular, stubborn tarpon, and we slowed our skiff in Tar- 
pon Bay to try our luck with plugs and trolling lines. The 
scene we found was like a chapter from Lowell Thomas. 
There were tarpon all right, hundreds of them, hundred- 
pound six-footers rolling, breaking, diving in a boiling 
circle, We trolled through them expecting to be jerked out 
of the boat, but nothing happened. We cast a plug into the 
boiling middle of that great circle, but nothing happened. 
They would literally slap against the side of the boat. We 
could see them flashing their silvery power a few feet from 
us, just below the surface, but they rolled away from our 
hooks. The process was fascinating in its frustration, and 
when we finally decided that they were either spawning, 
playing or gorged on the plentiful shrimp, the sun was 
going down. 

We cruised for half an hour, with evening closing around 
us as the sun slipped down behind the clustered mangrove 
keys. A familiar mangrove formation appeared again. We 
were sure of it, for we had remarked on it sometime earlier. 
We were going around in circles. Our skipper knew his way 
through the Florida Keys and the Caribbean but he had 
never been up here before. His chart was of no help, for 
this interior had not even been charted yet. He admitted 
that he was lost. My wife looked at me. Our children were 
on the larger boat. Another half hour. Gas was running 
low. Someone remembered that a famous jockey from 
Hialeah—Snider—had been lost in this section and never 
found again. The Glades are rife with legends of murders— 
bodies disposed of and never seen again—death by ex- 
posure, red bugs, red ants, mosquitoes. We stared into the 
dark, matted, crooked-fingered world of the mangroves. 

The black-green mangrove and the dark brown water and 
the brooding evening sky was all, the dawn and the dying 
twilight of the world, the once-was, the here and the here- 
after. Even in my fear, and I still remember how frightened 
I became, I felt a terrible fascination in it. These Ever- 
glades had drawn us deep into their inexorable, primeval 
dream. 

At last, half an hour later, we noticed a landmark, a 
single tree on a toy island about twenty-five feet in circum- 
ference that gave us the general direction of our boat. We 
shouted through the darkness. The welcome voices of our 
children and the mate came faintly back. A few minutes 
later we were back on board, toasting our relief and good 
fortune in rum. After that, we learned—tlike seasoned 
Gladesmen—to leave white rags on the mangrove branches 
to mark our wanderings. — G

Inland waterway system in England 


features rental boat vacations

With the help of Oliver’s Houston 
distributor, Automatic Distributing 
Corporation, The Houston Post’s 
Boating Editor, Mel Martin, sub- 
jected a single Oliver Olympus 35 
hp motor and a set of twin counter- 
rotating 35s to the most rigorous of 
tests. 

Highly sensitive instruments were 
used to determine scientifically the 
acceleration, economy, top speed, 
pulling power, quietness, starting 
ease and overall quality of the new 
Oliver motors. Winds of up to 35 
mph kept the salt water testing area 
rough throughout the testing period. 
However, the motors still easily 
qualified for Martin’s rating of

Pulling Power Exceptional 

A traction dynamometer, a sensitive 
instrument tied between the boat 
and an immovable “dead man” an- 
chor on the shore, gave the exact 
amount of weight that the motor 
could pull at various rpm’s. After 
consulting the figures on tests of 
other brands of motors, Martin re- 
ported: “Based on comparative 
readings, the Oliver 35 Olympus 
does an exceptionally good job of 
exerting brute power on the end of 
a tow line.” He added that, “It was 
truly a revelation to find that the 
stock propeller furnished with the 
motor enabled it to exert more force 
throughout the range. Only in the 
full-throttle situation did the 4 blade 
load propeller show a higher reading 
than the regular wheel.” 


Acceleration Terrific 
Acceleration was tested by standing- 
start runs over a surveyed quarter- 
mile. “Although we do not conduct 
acceleration tests at less than the 
quarter-mile distance,” Martin 
cautions, “we found the engine did 
a terrific job of getting up to full 
speed just a few feet from the point 
where the throttles were suddenly 
opened.” 


Top Speed Excellent 
Flying-start runs over a surveyed 
quarter-mile tested speed. “Top 
speed of the Oliver Olympus comes 
pretty close to the marks registered 
by more powerful motors tested last 
summer,” Martin reports.

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Fifty years ago, when an enterprising young London Ac- 
countant named Harry Blake persuaded a local boat owner 
to make him his big-town agent, the area was virtually un- 
known. Its hire fleet consisted of 43 disreputable sailboats, 
and its natives, though renowned for their skill at boat 
handling, were a rough, tough, hard-drinking lot, generally 
up to something illegal. 

Things have changed around the old swamp now that 
Blake's is celebrating its Golden Jubilee. While it might be 
an exaggeration to say that all the Broadland natives have 
now become law abiding, not one of them has recently 
chopped up his sweetheart and used her more appetizing 
portions to bait his eel-setts with. Not for the past half- 
century has an irate minister locked a gay wedding party 
into the church because both bride and groom were already 
married—to other people. 

But the Broadlanders, despite their virtuous living, 
haven't lost a bit of their skill as watermen. Now, however, 
instead of a tatty, 43-boat fleet, Blake’s is the agency that 
handles the thousand spic-and-span sail and power craft 
belonging to members of the Norfolk and Suffolk Broads 
Yacht Owners’ Association. Last season over 100,000 holi- 
daymakers cruised safely and happily through the former 
marshy wilderness, enjoying service unmatched anywhere 
in the world, at rates so low that I, at least, had to see 
them on my own receipted bill before I'd believe them. 

This isn’t just a manner of speaking. To take a con- 
crete case, an eighteen-foot gaff sloop that sleeps two, and 
comes with a small galley, storage lockers, and most of 
the plumbing comforts of home, rents for $23.10—a week! 
Cabin cruisers come a bit higher: $32.20 per week for a 
seventeen-footer sleeping two. Gasoline is extra, but even 
so this is a shade under what a comparable craft would 
cost for a day on this side of the Atlantic. 

For those whose tastes run to luxury, $98.70 a week 
buys the exclusive use of a 56-foot auxiliary powered sail- 
ing wherry, with four full-size staterooms and foam rubber 
bunks for ten. This waterborne hotel is fully equipped— 
even to a piano in the saloon, and a 14-foot sailing dinghy 
for exploring little creeks and inlets, called staithes and 
dykes in Norfolk. And there’s no need to worry about 
maneuvering that large hunk of ship, or keeping it clean, 
because the price includes a full-time skipper and a steward. 

These prices are the off-season ones, but even at the 
height of the rush—the first two weeks in August—Broads 
rates are fantastically low by U. S. standards. The luxury 
liner with piano, sailing dinghy, and crew, skyrockets to 
$191.10 a week at the peak period. This is still a giveaway 
price, considering that anything like it would probably run 
close to $1000 a week over here. Actual prices vary with 
the individual boat and the season, but the most popular 
kind, a modern, fully-equipped power cruiser that will sleep 
Dad, Mom, and a couple of kids runs to about $100 a 
week, give or take a few dollars either way. 

After the holidaymaker pays the rental fee, fills up with 
gas (or inexpensive diesel fuel), and has his check-out ride 
with a yard employee, he’s free to go anywhere he likes 
in the 200-miles of Association-maintained waterways. 
He'll have to pay for his own food, of course, and fuel, 
if he needs it, but everything else is on the house. The boats 
come equipped with everything but towels: bottled cook- 
ing gas, plenty of blankets, two pillows per person, bed 
linen, tablecloths, pots and pans, cutlery and crockery, and 
even free charts and guidebooks. Moorings and fresh water 
are free practically everywhere. Free pilots are stationed 
at tricky spots. Free towing services operate to get sailing 
craft past stretches where trees blanket the wind. And if 
something embarrassing happens to the boat, repairs are 
free at any Association yard. Even if the damage takes a 
few days to set right, it’s not time lost from vacation fun. 
The Association will lend you another boat, provided there’s 
one available—and there generally is.

Of course, one can’t take out a boat, bang it around, 
then exchange it for a new one on the grounds that it’s 
dented. The hirer is expected to exercise all due care. Ac- 
cording to Broadland yard superintendents, the feeling of 
pride the hirers get when put in charge of a sparkling, ship- 
shape boat is so strong that most of them are as careful 
as if they were handed a new-born babe. 

Also just as nervous. Pride isn’t quite enough, so the 
Association gets plenty of opportunity to be understand- 
ing about dumb stunts by green hands.

Not that accidents are any problem on the Broads. The 
rivers and lakes average about eight or nine feet in depth, 
and the banks are relatively soft, so chances of getting 
hurt are pretty remote. Most accidents are more amusing 
than upsetting. Occasionally on a chilly morning some 
over-enthusiastic tyro will cast off and shoot into midstream 
without warming up his engine—only to get rammed by 
something else when he stalls out. The same sort of de- 
lighted thoughtlessness will sometimes lead a beginner to

whether somebody on the other side hasn’t got the same 
idea. Since they also generally forget to ship their fenders 
when leaving a mooring, even scratched paint is kept to a 
minimum. 

Most decent size power craft are rented with sailing 
dinghies, and tyros soon learn two important facts about 
wind-driven boats. First: that a boom is apt to sneak up 


couples frequently hire larger craft than they need 
to get plenty of room. Note fenders left dangling. 


and clobber you when you aren’t looking, and, second, that 
it is very discouraging to tow a dinghy with an eight-foot 
mast under a bridge with a six-foot clearance. Next in 
order of popularity comes towing a dinghy on a short 
painter behind a powerful cruiser going wide open. When 
the wash has filled the dinghy, and she goes down with a 
weary gurgle, six tyros out of ten limp to the nearest As- 
sociation yard complaining that the engine suddenly seemed 
to lose power. The patient foreman keeps his temper as he 
explains that a sunken dinghy has a good many points in 
common with a sea anchor. Then everybody has a good 
laugh as the hirer coughs up cash to cover gear lost out of 
the sunken sailboat. 

Most beginners prefer to take out power craft, since they 
are easier to control—though the combination of a high 
freeboard and a stiff breeze from the North Sea can lead 
to exciting moments. Those preferring to cruise under can- 
vas aren’t neglected; they can choose from over 500 boats 
in the hire catalogue, each craft described as either suit- 
able for beginners or better for the experienced. 

To make yachtsmen out of yearners the Association runs 
week-end sailing courses before and after the season.

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tion cruises under an experienced sailing master, and the 
rest of the time devoted to practical lessons in rigging, 
mooring, and maintenance. There is probably no better or 
more compact place to learn to handle a sailboat than the 
Broads, since the waterways range from roomy lakes to 
winding rivers, and local instructors are among the keenest 
sailors in a seagoing nation. Lord Nelson, England’s most 
famous admiral, learned to sail on Barton Broad when he 
was a schoolboy. That was close to 200 years ago, but 
Broads sailing masters still consider him a satisfied cus- 
tomer. 

Yachts are normally hired from Saturday to Saturday, 
and it is not unusual to see a family living on a boat for a 
couple of days until Dad finishes his sailing course. As 
soon as it’s over, on Monday morning, he comes aboard 
his own hired yacht and takes command. 

After that he’s on his own, and has all of Broadland to 
explore. There probably isn’t a more fascinating corner of 
England for sport, history, scenery, or just taking it easy. 
Fishing is, of course, the big pastime, and visitor’s licenses 
can be bought for a few cents at any post office. Next in 
popularity comes shooting, but this is mostly confined to 
the natives, as firearms are not allowed in hire boats. Still, 
the natives are friendly, and many a visitor who has found 
himself chatting about outdoor sports over a pint of beer 
in a pub has found himself at the crack of dawn next day 
tramping across the fields with a borrowed shotgun and a 
hospitable native, after rabbit or maybe even a bit of closed- 
season wild poultry. 

You don’t have to go for roughing it to enjoy the Broads. 
Lowestoft and Great Yarmouth, on the North Sea, are both 
summer resort towns, with all the trimmings: movies,

spectors, all ex-sailors, whose word is law. Their launch, 
a miracle of gleaming brass and sparkling paint, is one of 
the sleekest craft on the Broads. Most of their work, 
though, is done when their victims can’t see it gleam or 
sparkle. Broads hire craft are not furnished with naviga- 
tion lights, and are forbidden to travel after sundown. If 
the River Inspectors catch anyone under way after dark 
it means a $15 fine. 
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Not that anyone would particularly care to travel after 
dark. Norfolk and Suffolk are two counties in England 
richest in ghost stories, and Broadland spectres include 
half-a-dozen ghostly dogs, a spook who throws shoes, an- 
other spook who lights a lantern in a ruined church tower, 
and one who gallops furiously across the marshes on a giant 
black horse who isn’t there either. Visitors don’t normally 
see these apparitions, but many of the natives firmly be- 
lieve in them. There are able bodied boatmen who quail 
at the thought of going under the bridges at Acle and 
Potter Heigham after dark—not because they’re afraid of 
the River Inspectors (all working boats in the area carry 
navigation lights; hire pleasure boats don’t) but because 
they’re scared of being kicked in the face by the ghosts of 
sheep stealers, who used to be hanged from the center 
arches of the bridges. This gets odder when one considers 
that though the 700-year-old span at Potter Heigham is still 
the one the criminals swung from, the bridge at Acle is a 
new replacement, and nobody’s ever been hanged from it. 
Nevertheless the old-timers won't take the chance. 

Once outside of the big towns, Great Yarmouth, Lowes- 
toft, and Norwich, there is not a great deal to do in the 
evening except go to the pub. Fortunately Broadland water- 
side inns are réally delightful, and have very little in com- 
mon with gin mills. Of course they sell gin, but the big 
drink is beer, and nobody will be horrified or amused if 
you order orangeade or Coca Cola. You will be, though, 
when it reaches you luke warm. Ice, on the Broads, as 
everywhere else in England, is stuff that appears in the 
winter time. It is principally used for skating on. 

The bird lovers get a wonderful break on the secluded 
stretches of Broadland, because many rare species abound 
there. The area around Norwich is celebrated for night- 


ingales, while anywhere else one is apt to hear the strange 
boom of the bittern or the creaky rattle of a heron in flight. 

Duck hunting has through the years almost closed the 
Broads to holiday boatmen, but that is a threat that has 
passed now that there is a move afoot to make Broadland 
a national park. This plan has been under consideration 
for years, but so far it’s just a steady battle between local 
landowners, who want the Broads closed to outsiders, and 
the boatmen and holiday-makers, who want them open. 
The landowners close off the Broads that are surrounded 
by their land, despite a law which says that tidal waters 
can’t be privately owned, and must be open to all. Though 
the Broads are unquestionably tidal, landowners want all 
the duck hunting for themselves. 

They used to get away with closing off the Broads be- 
cause there wasn’t any central authority to look after the 
interests of the boatmen. Moreover, most of the men who 
worked the boats in the summer, worked for the land- 
owners in the winter, which gave the landlords great power 
over them. 

Now the Association is on hand to open up any water- 
ways it feels have been illegally closed to the public. One 
owner put a heavy chain across the entrance to his little 
lake. One morning the chain was found cut. He replaced 
it with a line of heavy piles driven deep into the bottom. 

To show that they mean business, a group of local boat- 
men—30 of them—turned up in a few days with a wartime 
landing craft, and a winch, and opened the passage again. 
Reluctant to face a court test which might turn out very 
badly for him, the landlord has not sued. Instead, he does 
not interfere with pleasure boats using the place during the 
summer, and in return the locals don’t shoot his ducks 
when the season is on. — G

SERPENTS

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Vikings roamed from the Persian 
Gulf to the shores of North 


America in these Dragon Ships 


HAT interplanetary space is to us today the sea 
W:: to the adventurers of a few centuries ago—and 

the sea was even more terrifying. In addition to 
pitting their feeble human strength against the vast physical 
unknown, the sea-pioneers had to live with the terror of 
magical forces in which they believed, body and soul. 

The Vikings who plowed the high seas from 800 to 1300 
A.D. were seafarers of fantastic courage. There had been 
mariners before them who thought nothing of sailing dis- 
tances that still are impressive today. But these predeces- 
sors were all sailors of the seacoast; at any sign of danger 
they could retreat to shore. To venture boldly out into the 
menacing, total mystery of the open sea, above all of the 
violent North Atlantic, called for heroic daring. To do it 
safely and successfully in that day required technological 
genius that is a match for the greatest achievements of our 
atomic era. It required the invention of the Viking ship. 

These were not primitive craft. For their size they still 
are perfection. In these ships Northmen explored the reefs, 
rocks and innumerable islands that lie to the west of their 
native coast. They colonized Iceland, then Greenland, 
then voyaged to our own northeast coast. They became 
lords of the sea and where there was water no one dared 
question their right to be on it. They ruled parts of Eng- 
land, France and Russia and ranged through the Mediter- 
ranean to the Persian Gulf. Constantinople was their east- 
ern base and to reach it most quickly they sailed inland, 
straight across Europe by way of the Dvina and Dnieper 
rivers, portaging around rapids and over open country as 
they went. They were the freest of men and the source 
of their freedom was this invention of theirs, the thoroughly 
seaworthy ship. 

It was in the truest sense a symbol of the culture that 
created it, and it mirrored its culture’s inspired gift for 
engineering, craftsmanship and esthetic form; barbarism, 
pride and arrogance; superstition and intense faith in magic 
and luck. But the most profound connection between ship 
and culture was the fact that both were inseparable from 
timber and sea. 

The people who built the Viking ships were children of 
the woods and waters. In their pagan nature-worship they 
were intimately part of the forests and the sea, knew the 
forces of nature as only those can who people all natural 
objects with spirits that must be feared and respectfully 
studied. The ships they built of plank and sinew were 
strangely appropriate to a world in which all things were 
somehow animate. The dreki, the dragon ships, the wooden 
serpents, were built to dart and swim upon the surface of 
the sea like an animal—not to cleave it like a harsh tool. 
Their pliant skin was loosely laced to a strong but flexible 
skeleton. That the structure was lithe, supple, elastic was 
one of the great sources of its strength. 

The Viking ship is a great human achievement in terms 
of its balanced functional excellence, cleanness of form and 
its proud, barbaric and poetic creators. The high, steeply- 
upcurved bow and stern, for example, had no practical 
superb esthetic effect. This last was carefully calculated by 
function; they served only to beautify and ennoble the

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vessel. The ship was the finest thing these people produced, 
the pride of king and peasant alike. Ships were everywhere: 
on coins, on rock carvings and rune stones, ship models 
hung in places of worship, ships were on the racial mind.

But the skalds did not sing of nuts and bolts, and in spite 
of the mass of literature of the period that still exists we 
would know almost nothing of the Viking ship if it were 
not for supreme ceremonial significance of the ship in olden 
times. The people believed that at death, the spirit crossed 
over to live the life of the dead. In that spirit world they 
could continue to use physical possessions. And so when 
great sea-chiefs died they often were buried in their ships 
on dry land, bows pointing seaward. Many of these ship 
graves have been opened, and three of them in Norway 
have yielded thousand year-old Viking craft in states of 
preservation ranging from fine to fair. On these most of 
our knowledge of Viking ships is based, and it is minutely 
detailed. 

The Tune ship was found in 1867, the Gokstad ship in 
1880 and the Oseberg ship in 1904. Norwegian archaeol- 
ogists took charge of these finds almost immediately and the 
remains were removed to the University of Oslo. A great 
sculptor exclaimed on his first view of the Oseberg, “It 
should be cast in bronze and set up in Oslo as a national 
monument.” Something better was done. These ships were 
restcred meticulously over a period of decades and in the 
1920’s a beautiful museum was erected around them. They 
show that the basic ship-design formula of the Viking Pe- 
riod was rigidly fixed, but that it was modified superficially 
depending upon the use for which the vessel was intended. 
The discovery of even more ancient ship finds has made it 
possible to trace the evolution of the Viking ship, to define 
its hallmarks accurately and to assess its greatness. 

In very ancient times primitive boats in Scandinavia 
seem to have been built of hide stretched over and lashed 
to a wooden framework, like the still-surviving Eskimo 
umiak, Of course they were paddled. In late pre-Christian 
times wooden boats appeared based on a flat keelboard 
which extended fore and aft beyond the boards to ferm 
upcurving beaks. Corresponding gunwale boards dupli- 
cated the line of the keelboard, which was not a true keel 
and did little for the vessel’s longitudinal strength. These 
boats appear constantly in old rock carvings and an original 
has been excavated in Denmark; it can be seen at the Na- 
tional Museum in Copenhagen. The entire craft was sewn 
together with sinews. 

The next oldest find is a Danish boat from the fourth 
century. Its planks overlap slightly and, in this earliest of 
the clinker-builts, they are not sewn but are riveted to- 
gether with iron nails. Its keelboard, slightly V-shaped, 
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shows a groping toward the concept of the keel, but its 
strength is suited only to calm waters. It has primitive 
rowlocks, no sail, and only four broad strakes. 

In 1920, the Norwegian archaeologist Shetelig excavated 
a ship dating from about the year 600, a bridge between the 
primitive and perfected ships of the Northmen. In this, the 
Kvalsund ship, the old keelboard has been carved with a 
flat T cross section. It is the awakening of the idea of the 
keel that strengthens the bottom, permits it to broaden and 
stabilize the vessel. This ship’s strakes are narrow and are 
made of several pieces instead of single planks—an early 
recognition of the fact that there is real durability in flexi- 
bility. And in this ship is found the first instance of a 
rudder-oar fastened securely and efficiently to the hull. 
It bore the classically-exaggerated bow and stern that 
sweep up like the horns of a crescent. And, thanks to the 
strength of its primitive keel, it could bear a mast and sail, 
although it still was primarily an oar-powered vessel. The 
Kvalsund ship, 59 by 10 feet with 2.6 foot draught, was a 
late prototype of the Viking ships to come. 

The completely-refined ship emerged between 600 and 
900. It acquired a strong vertical keel, an advance as im- 
portant to sail power as the wheel was to land transport. 
The older ships had depended upon gunwales and thwarts 
to stiffen the hull and maintain its shape: they laid the 
foundation above the vessel’s water line. The shipwrights of 
the Viking Period knew better and built the below-water 
portions of their ships to live with the pressures of any sea. 
The keel, like every part of the ship, was designed with 
equal regard for lightness and strength. It was given a gentle 
longitudinal curvature so that its greatest draft was amid- 
ships, facilitating the turning of the ship about, making 
it stronger, more burdensome and higher-lying. Thanks 
to the keel it became possible to sail into the wind. 

The Gokstad ship is the most classic example we have

of the deep sea Viking ship and is typical of its breed. Its 
keel was hewn from a single piece of straight oak 56 feet 
long. The curved, steeply-rising bow and stern posts were 
also of oak and were joined to the keel by means of short, 
slightly curved transition pieces which were diagonally butt- 
jointed and riveted. Each of the posts was hewn from a 
single limb and was carved with a rabbet projection on its 
inner surface to which the planking was nailed. 

The 16.5-inch keel was T-shaped in cross-section and 
the first, or garboard, strakes were riveted to the projections 
of the T. The round-headed nails of black or wrought 
iron, were inserted from the outside and riveted over small 
square iron plates on the inside; they were spaced over 
seven inches apart. The rest of the overlapping 16 strakes 
also were riveted after caulking of tarred animal hair was 
laid in grooves cut near the lower edge of the inner surface 
of each strake. 

The first nine strakes lay below the water line, and had 
a uniform one-inch thickness. The tenth strake, however, 
was 1.75 inches thick and served as reinforcement for the 
entire structure and as a transition piece between the bottom 
and the above-water boards. The latter also were one inch 
thick except for the 14th strake. This was 1.25 inches thick 
to compensate for the 16 oar holes cut in it. 

This thin, flexible skin was attached to the ship’s skeleton 
in a curious and complex way. The Gokstad ship had 19 
ribs to preserve its transverse shape and they were spaced 
at intervals of just over three feet. They were formed of 
oak limbs which had grown in nature to the exact contour 
required by the ship. These ribs, with their great natural 
mechanical strength, extended only as high as the tenth 
strake, the transition-board. They were not fixed to the 
keel nor to the garboard strakes. But when each of the 
second to ninth strakes was fashioned, a husky projecting 
cleat was carved at each rib line. To these integral projec- 
tions from the oaken skin the ribs were lashed with sinew 
or tree-root fiber, while the tenth strake was riveted to the 
tips of the ribs. The object clearly was to give the sub- 
surface portion of the ship an optimum balance between 
flexibility and strength. 

The final touch in transverse stiffening of the structure 
was the placement of a cross-beam at the top of each rib 
and bearing against the tenth and 11th strakes. Bracing 
for the boards above the water line was provided by knees 
which were riveted to the cross-beams, and conformed to 
the contour of the upper strakes to which they also were 
riveted. The two highest strakes were so insignificant to the 
vessel’s strength that they were shored merely by a top-rib 
at every other rib station, these top-ribs being riveted to 
the upper five boards. 

The problem of mounting the mast was met with by two 
huge oaken carvings. One was a primitive keelson called 
the crone, having a socket for the boot of the mast. It was 
12 feet long and was not attached to the keel but merely 
to the four ribs it spanned. Its function was to support the 
weight of the mast and to locate its base. Above it, on the 
level of the cross-beams, was the second piece of carved 
oak: the mast partner, almost 16.5 feet long. It spanned 
five cross-beams, to which it was mortised, nailed and addi- 
tionally braced by knees at each cross-beam. By removing 
a large plug from the aft portion of the mast partner, the 
mast could be hoisted or lowered by tilting it aft. A single 
square nail was used. 

The rudder of course was a refinement of the simple 
steering oar. It was called the steering-board and its ha- 
bitual location on the right-hand side of Viking ships seems 
to account for the origin of the word starboard. In old 
Anglo Saxon steor meant rudder and bord meant side. On 
the Gokstad ship it was single oaken blade almost 11 feet 
long. It was attached to the last rib (made heavier for this 
reason) aft at the tenth strake by means of a thick rope 
of plant fibers which passed like a shaft through the rudder,

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strake and rib. The rudder could be tilted easily around 
this shaft either fore or aft and the flexibility of the fibers 
also permitted it to be twisted to either side. The blade 
was only 16.5 inches wide but it extended 1.5 feet below the 
keel. This, plus the fact that it was effective on both sides 
of its vertical axis, made tiller steering remarkably effortless. 

The Viking ship was its owner’s finest possession, and on 
it depended trade, wealth, freedom, and the winning and 
holding of power in his whole wide world. Because of this 
and because it was intended to command waters in which 
lesser ships would quickly founder and fail, only the finest 
materials and workmanship were good enough for these 
craft. Legend tells that meteoric iron, smelted in outer 
space, was used wherever possible for the ship’s hardware. 
Heart oak alone was good enough for its planks and timbers. 
The plunder of forests was devastating because no more 
than two planks would be taken from a given trunk; it was 
split down the middle and one plank was carved from the 
heart of each half. Much of the wood was seasoned, stored 
and kept supple by keeping it submerged in salt water. 
Timbers for all purposes were kept in these submarine 
woodsheds until needed, and pieces that had proved to be 
impervious to rot were the only ones used. Although a 
single strake might be composed of several butt-jointed 
pieces, these were taken from the same tree because if the 
thickness of the plank were held uniform then its elasticity 
and strength would be uniform. The workmanship, the 
excellence of the carpentry, was every bit as perfect as any- 
thing possible with modern techniques. 

But mere enumeration of structural features cannot re- 
create the greatness of these ships. Probably nothing short 
of sailing one through heavy seas and over long distances 
could do it justice. Surprisingly enough, some of the early 
Viking voyages have been relived in recent times, and they 
have filled in our lack of knowledge of the actual perform- 
ance of these ships. 

The most remarkable of these demonstrations took place 
in 1893, the year the Columbian Exposition was held in 
Chicago to commemorate the 400th anniversary of the 
discovery of America by Columbus. It occurred to a Nor- 
wegian sea captain and journalist that it would be appro- 
priate to remind the American people, in the most dramatic 
way possible, that Norsemen had sailed to North America 
starting in the year 986. Under his direction a copy of the 
Gokstad ship was built, exact in every detail. It was made 
of local oak except for the keel. No oaks survived in 
Norway that were long enough for this purpose and the 
solid keel timber had to be imported from Canada. 

The whole project, even in Skandinavia, was generally 
regarded as suicidal folly, but Andersen, who knew sea, 
ships and sail and had studied the Viking hulls for many 
years, was confident of a successful voyage. The fully- 
manned ship left Bergen on April 30, 1893 and arrived 
at Newfoundland on May 27, continuing on to New York 
and Chicago. The graceful, bird-like ship created a sen- 
sation everywhere, finally was donated to the Field Museum 
and today is on public display in Chicago’s Lincoln Park. 
Some of Andersen’s comments after the voyage were: 

“, . . we were able to watch the movements of the ship 
and her ability to weather storms . . . The bottom was an 
object of primary interest . . . The bottom as well as the 
keel could . . . yield to the movements of the ship, and 
in a heavy head sea it would rise and fall as much as three- 
quarters of an inch. But strangely enough the ship was 
watertight all the same. In a heavy sea the gunwale would 
twist up to six inches out of line. All this elasticity, com- 
bined with the fine lines, naturally made for speed, and we 
often had the pleasure of darting through the water at 
speeds of 10 and 11 knots. This in spite of a primitive 
and relatively small rigging.” Below four knots there was 
no wake as the clean-lined hull skimmed the surface.

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it greatly preferable to a stern rudder for a ship of this 
kind. A stern rudder, in order to work as well as one on 
the side, would have to be very broad owing to the shallow 
draught of the ship, and that would make it very vulnerable 
in its exposed position.” The side rudder “turns around its 
own vertical axis, thus having a double effect . . . A man 
has been standing at the helm for hours in all kinds of 
weather without the slightest trouble, steering only with 
the small tiller.” The Vikings improved the structure of 
their ships “until it was so perfect that not even the ship- 
builders of our time can do better, as far as the ship’s bot- 
tom is concerned. The fact is that the finest merchant 
ships of our day, those regarded as the best sailers, have 
practically the same type of bottom.”

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INSTALLING 
A LARGE MIRROR 


"M SOMETIMES ASKED whether 

it’s sensible to have a large mirror 
on a sailboat, fitted, we'll say, inside a 
clothes locker or toiletroom door— 
isn’t it likely to get broken? Not if the 
glass is reasonably heavy and the job 
of installing it is done properly, I’ve 
found. 

The stock mirrors as sold for home 
use in various sizes are quite satisfac- 
tory, and much more reasonably priced 
than one ordered specially for boat 
use. If the mirror is to be used on a 
door, the door itself must be rigidly 
stiff and well hung with strong hinges. 
Too, the door should open and close 
easily, not cramp in its opening. Un- 
derstandably, any tendency of the door 
to flex or spring will cause the mirror 
to eventually crack or break. Equally 
important, to my mind, the mirror 
must be backed with some resilient 
material, and it should be held not too 
tightly by its trim or frame. Then the 
glass will be sort of cushioned and less

face-board of a settee. To permit this, 
the open metal base of this stove must 
be hacksawed off, which in no ways 
affects the functioning of the stove. 
The 3-inch stack is carried through a 
metal fitting in the porthole, ending 
with an elbow outside. This is dis- 
tinctly a temporary arrangement, the 
whole thing being set up or taken 


down and stowed in a few minutes. 

Either this size or the next larger, 
6%" x 14”, is frequently secured in the 
forepeak of small auxiliaries. One 
way of installing the stack is suggested

to take the place of the deadlight fitted 
there for during the summer.

ENGINE MOUNTING BARS 


F AN ENGINE is large or medium 

size, when it is likely to have indi- 
vidual mounting lugs rather than full 
length side flanges, a pair of steel 
mounting bars are a great help in in- 
stalling it. The bars not only distribute 
the weight and working of the engine 
more evenly on the beds, but they 
make it easier to get an accurate align- 
ment. 

With the usual method, using lags or 
hanger bolts through the lugs, one 


often finds that with these pulled down, 
the engine is slightly out of line side- 
ways. Unless the lags are well under- 
size for the lug holes, the engine 
cannot be shifted. The lags must be re- 
moved and their holes plugged for bor- 
ing new ones. Using the bars, bolted 
to the engine first, a couple of lags on 
each side can be used to pull it down 
after getting the alignment right. If it 
continues to check okay, fine, but if 
not it’s an easy matter to remove the 
lags to do your shifting sideways then 
use different holes for another try at 
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bolting it down. With the necessary 
shimming done to get the up-and-down 
alignment right, several more lags can 
be put in each side. There is also the 
advantage that with so many holes in 
the bars only those convenient for the 
boring need be used. 

I’ve shown the quieting pads, which 
are cut from a synthetic material re- 
sembling very hard rubber belting as 
made specially for this purpose, be- 
cause I’ve found them really effective. 
The oak shim strips are another good 
idea, and whether your engine is a 
large or small one. It’s so easy to find 
after an engine has been in for some 
time that it should be lowered. If it 
happens that you’ve already removed 
all shims—that the engine is right 
down on its beds—chiselling or dress- 
ing down bed top surfaces to permit 
this lowering can be a mean job. With 
the oak shim on each side it’s just a 
matter of pulling shims out and sub- 
stituting thinner ones, finally shimming 
up from them to get the alignment. 


REVERSE NIBBING 

HIS REVERSE nibbing method of 

laying a wood deck is unusual but it 
has several good points. As Sid Graham 
of Detroit explains it, he hit upon this 
way of doing the job in laying a top 
deck of %” teak over the old fir deck 
of his 36-foot cutter. The waterways 
or covering boards of the latter were 
still in good condition so the new teak 
was Carried just beyond the seam there 
to show a raised effect. 

This way of nibbing-in the ends 
avoids what would otherwise have 
been a problem, the holding of those 
sharp or sliver ends of the planks. Sid 
used 4-inch-wide teak with a false 


seam cut down the center on a table- 


saw. Each end, though, requires a 6- 
inch width, which is shaped as shown 
and cut long enough to butt atop a 
deck beam location. The ends for up 
forward are of course handled in the 
same way as for the ones aft. Sid 
drove a couple of monel finishing nails 
to pin the shaped end against splitting, 
also stopwatered the butts rather than 
depending on calking. 

This same method of nibbing could 
be used where a complete deck, cov- 
ering boards and all, was being laid,

Fastening should be done from be- 
hind, the framework of the back being 
purposely constructed to permit reach- 
ing through to drive heavy screws 
through previously drilled holes.

right cigaret, commanding considera- 
tion at the landing float and fuel dock. 
But the chances are that at first you'll 
be a square from Squaresville, and un- 
consciously go to great lengths to 
prove it. Being a square (around boats 
the right word is lubber) is not only 
about as painful as being a boot in the 
Navy, but it can also cut your boat- 
handling efficiency and safety. 

Boating tradition, customs, lan- 
guage, and the concepts of keeping 
shipshape have not been handed down 
just to make newcomers uncomfort- 
able. Oh, of course, some practices 
may have their roots in Hades, such as 
talking about fat pork when stomachs 
are alternating between zero gravity 
at wave crests and a 2G plunge in the 
trough. But there’s a good reason for 
most of them, and the better you 
catch on to them, the better a seaman 
you'll be. 


LANGUAGE 


When I first wrestled my bag and 
hammock aboard ship, I noticed at 
once that most of the crew were an 
uncouth, uneducated lot who had not 
bothered to learn to speak. Mispro- 
nunciation of simple words was the 
rule rather than the exception, often 
with slovenly omission of syllables. 
Leeward was loo’ward, thwart was 
thort, gunwale was gunnel. 

Although I felt like a fool talking 
in this fashion, it was soon apparent 
that I would have to conform, or else 
forever be a lubber. So I set to learn- 
ing the lingo. I felt better after I heard 
seamen well enough educated to use 
terms such as cosine-haversine and or- 
thographic projection, turn around in 
the next breath and tell somebody to 
ship their rollocks, when what they 
meant was to insert the rowlocks in the 
little holes along the side of the boat. 
These people were actually not un- 
couth or uneducated—they just had 
their own language. Okay, I thought, 
if that’s the way they talk, that’s the 
way it’s got to be. 

In the realm of boats, sound off for 
one minute, and experienced listeners 
can tell if you’re a lubber, no matter 
how you try to disguise it with braid- 
trimmed cap, faded dungarees and 
ragged shoes. The solution might be 
just to keep your mouth shut, or to 
confine your expressions to those areas 
of which you are positively sure. This 
works well anywhere. But there will 
be much more satisfaction in learning 
the language, and its usage. 

Seagoing language has taken a long 
time to develop. Take the word fore- 
castle—the seaman’s quarters in the 
forward part of a vessel. Originally 
ships had a castle-like structure there, 
from which an enemy’s deck could be 
commanded. The _ unsophisticated 
sailors of the 15th Century spoke the 
word to sound like fo’c’sle, so that it 
has remained ever since. 

But isn’t this backward, to cling to 
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ancient pronunciatien and terms? Not 
when you remember that at sea, per- 
fect understanding of orders, instruc- 
tions or reports is essential to safety; 
and the only way in which terms can 
be uniformly understood by young 
and old, officers and crew, is to stick 
to the standard traditional seagoing 
language. Besides, proper usage au- 
tomatically identifies you as one of the 
gang. 

You can go pretty far astray, how- 
ever. Pick up your vocabulary from 
the usual novels involving sailing ships, 
busty babes, lecherous pirates, or 
tramp steamers having a passenger list 
of an unrepentent prostitute, a preach- 
er, an artist, a dope runner and a 
maiden teacher, and the chances are 
that the words and usage will be all 
wrong. At least, not a bit appropriate 
for a small pleasure boat. Also, be 
wary of aping speakers or writers who 
call the front end of a boat the “prow.” 
Since about 1555 this has been a fa- 
vorite word of poets, but not of the 
lads on deck. On the other hand, legi- 
timate nautical textbooks can be trust- 
ed to treat the language properly. 

A principle is that the good seaman 
doesn’t use his vocabulary to impress 
or to confuse. He us2s the langauge 
appropriate to the boat, the situation 
at hand, and to the knowledge and ex- 
perience of those he addresses. In 
fact, only a lubber will browbeat lands- 
men guests with terms which he knows 
darn well they don’t savvy; for ex- 
ample, if a person doesn’t know star- 
board from amidships, use the words 
“right,” and “middle of the boat,” un- 
til he has caught on. 

A reliable source of the proper 
names of the fittings of boats is ma- 
rine hardware catalogs, available from 
manufacturers or marine dealers. 


ACCOUTERMENTS 


Pleasure boating is a lot less stuffy 
than it used to be. No longer are 
white ducks, blue coat and a brass- 
bound hat the uniform of the day. The 
modern rule is to wear what is suit- 
able for the occasion. If it is cold and 
wet, wear warm weatherproof cloth- 
ing; something light and airy goes with 
the sun. For safety, wear non-skid 
boat shoes. There are a variety of 
sensible caps with a minimum of or- 
nament which provide shade and pro- 
tection, and are suitable for boats. 
Take it easy on the filigree—buy a rig 
with flashy wreathes and stripes, and 
you may later find that it looks more 
like the outfit worn by a steward or 
chief cook, than a real skipper. While 
the owner of a large yacht may re- 
quire his paid crew to wear uniform 
clothing with gold braid and insignia, 
the less of this on a small pleasure 
boat, the better you look. 

Other non-essentials are purely or- 
namental “life rings,” and the various

corny plaques, framed mass-produced 
mottos and decorated cushions—that 
is, unless you want to be a clown. An- 
other way you can label your boat as a 
turreen full of cornballs is to bedeck 
it with gas-station pennants and man- 
ufacturers name flags. A local beach- 
front restaurateur actually sells flags 
with his initials on them, to the proud 
boatmen who moor off his dock. Fly 
one—if you want to display the ma- 
rine equivalent of sandwich boards. 


The guide word in accouterments is 
to keep them functional: everything 
should have a reason. The peacock 
has his feathers to thrill peahens into 
submission—but nobody would think 
much of a peacock for a skipper. The 
skipper should inspire trust in his abil- 
ity and judgement, and flamboyance in 
boat, dress or behavior have the op- 
posite effect. 

BOAT OPERATION 

The lubber is quickly identified by 

the way he handles his boat. Condi-

tioned by years of drag racing at stop- 
lights, tailgating and cursing other 
drivers, his natural “me first” attitude 
follows him into the boat. Although 
Rules of the Road strictly specify when 
and how to use the horn, this charac- 
ter uses is to blast his adversaries out 
of the way, or to attract attention of 
passersby. 

The real seaman is considerate and 
cooperative. He realizes that he is 
responsible not only for the actions of 
his boat, but also for the waves it

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broadcasts behind. Not only does he 
not speed too close nor cut across 
another’s bow, he also is careful not 
to pass close over fishing and anchor 
lines. 

Many mooring areas and channels 
are posted with a speed limit. The hot- 
rod type observes these only if some- 
body is watching. But even if there is 
no limit posted, the seaman recog- 
nizes the sense in slowing down around 
moored boats, or installations which 
could be damaged by his wake. In 
general, he operates his boat with 


prudence, an eye to safety, and with 


an idea of keeping out of trouble 
rather than showing off. 

When you see a boat filled with yell- 
ing and confusion, tangled in lines, 
fenders and other gear, you have be- 
fore you a good example of how to be 
a lubber. The real skipper, on the 
other hand, tries to keep things neat 
and orderly, and in readiness for use. 
When lines are taken in, they are 
coiled and stowed in a regular place. 
Fenders are not left trailing over the 
side after the boat has left a dock, but 
are immediately taken in. Decks are 
kept clear of clutter, and messes are 
cleaned up as they occur. And you 
don’t “eat out” the crew for the bene- 
fit of every listener in the harbor—this 
puts you in a bad light—not the crew. 

Steer clear of the fellow slewing 
around on various headings with pas- 
sengers hanging over the bow, sides 
and stern, waving frantically at all 
comers—he’s a lubber. In the first 
place, a boatman should know where 
he is going and then get there. If he 
doesn’t want to go any place in par- 
ticular, he anchors, or heads off on 
some reasonable course out of the 
mainstream of traffic. A boat should 
be operated in such a fashion that 
others nearby can obtain some inkling 
as to what the skipper is up to, and 
steer accordingly. 

And about waving at other boats. It 
isn’t necessary to wave at every single 
boat you pass. Out in mid-ocean, you 
might wave at every small boat you 
pass or even speak to them. But in a 
harbor or lake, uh uh. There is no 
magic formula—exchanging  saluta- 
tions afloat can follow the same ideas 
as ashore. If you like, wave at your 
friends, someone whose boat you par- 
ticularly admire, a sister ship of yours, 
somebody with a breathtakingly beau- 
tiful Bikini, or whatever. But make 
greetings meaningful by exchanging 
them only when there is some reason, 
be it ever so flimsy. However, if a 
boatload of lubbers careens by, all 
hands waving, don’t snub them—be 
courteous; wave back. 

If you’ve been following our Sea- 
manship series, you should be on the 
right track. You can be a bona fide 
seaman without tricks caps or badges, 
bell-bottom pants or a shiver-me-tim- 
bers vocabulary. — G

With a full load (all of the 
above plus five passengers) the weight 
will go up to 1,470 pounds and the 
speed will probably drop to about 24 
mph. With the operator and one 
passenger aboard, you should be able 
to tow four skiers weighing an average 
of 150 pounds apiece. 


BUGEYE TRIP

outboard motor, in which we are going 
to cruise down the Illinois and Missis- 
sippi Rivers to the Gulf of Mexico.

No operators’ licenses are required. 
You must, however, register your boat 
with the U. S. Coast Guard. When 
this is done, you will receive a num- 
ber, which must be painted on both 
sides of the boat near the bow. 

Charts of the Mississippi River and 
its tributaries are available from the 
Mississippi River Commission, Vicks- 
burg, Miss. I suggest that you write 
to the Commission for its catalog. 

You will need no permits to go 
through locks. For further informa- 
tion on this subject, write for a booklet 
titled Locking Through.

FIBERGLASSING LAPSTRAKES 
‘ E HAVE a 16!4-foot Lyman lap-

This quickly scrapes the paint 
off the keel, garboards and transom 
edges. To protect these surfaces, we 
would like to fiberglass the boat’s bot- 
tom up to the water line.

Covering a lapstrake boat with fiber- 
glass is basically no different than 
covering a boat having a smooth sur- 
face. The only tool needed in addition 
to the usual equipment recommended 
is a small window squeegee. This is 
employed to press and mold the cloth 
snugly around each lap.

As a general rule, a used cabin 
cruiser of acceptable lineage will cost 
just as much to purchase in one sec- 
tion of the country as it will in another. 
A 1950 Chris-Craft, for example, will 
sell for roughly the same amount in 
both Maine and New Jersey. 

There are exceptions to this rule. A 
heavy seasonal demand or un- 
precedented local enthusiasm for a 
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particular type or make of boat may 
temporarily push prices up. But in 
the long run, the prices will be similar 
in all areas. 

As for the best time of year to look, 
it’s a matter of supply and demand. 

In the North, supply is high and 
demand is low in the fall. Supply is 
high because owners who want to sell 
their boats are anxious to get rid of 
them to avoid paying the expenses of 
laying them up for the winter. De- 
mand is low because prospective 
purchasers want to steer clear of the 
lay-up expenses. Prices are therefore 
lower than they will be the following 
spring. 

In the South, where the boating 
season is at its peak during the winter 
months, the reverse is true. Prices are 
highest in the fall and lowest in the 
spring. 

Insofar as having a boat built is 
concerned, a conventional cruiser of 
good design and construction will cost 
about the same in all sections of the 
country. As proof of this, let me tell 
you about a recent design of mine. It 
is for a 35-foot, twin-screw, high- 
speed sport fisherman. I invited nine 
first-class building yards in Maine, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
Maryland, Virginia and Florida to bid 
on her. The difference between the 
lowest and the highest bid was less 
than $1,000. 

Don’t, however, let me mislead you 
on this question of having a boat built. 
If you are willing to compromise, it is 
possible to have a cruiser constructed 
in New England for far less than one 
would cost in New Jersey. For ex- 
ample, a 26-foot down-East lobster 
boat with a small cabin and a single 
engine can be obtained from a New 
England village boatbuilder for much 
less than the cost of a comparatively 
luxurious 26-foot, twin-screw cruiser 
of the conventional type. 

You don’t have to travel to New 
England to find this situation. The 
same holds true for any type of boat 
indigenous to a particular area. The 
New Jersey garvey, as an example, 
costs less to build in New Jersey than 
does, a conventional cruiser. And a 
Chesapeake deadrise boat can be con- 
structed in Maryland for less than the 
conventional boat. 

But you get just what you pay for. 
The accommodations will be Spartan, 
there will be little if any of that de- 
sirable ingredient called styling, the 
workmanship will be rough and the 
materials and fastenings used may not 
be the best on the market. Equally 
important, the resale value will be ex- 
ceedingly low. 

So in the long run it pays to buy a 
conventional boat from a recognized 
builder. The higher first cost is more 
than offset by the added comfort, re- 
duced maintenance and higher resale 
value. — G

Build A Permanent Backstay 
For Long-Boomed Boats 


By John Wolbarst 


In order to rig a permanent backstay which would clear long boom 
Here it would have been necessary to build an unnecessarily long 
boomkin. Free-floating strut allows use of moderate-sized boomkin. 


ANY OLDER boats rigged with 

running backstays would soil 
more easily and more efficiently with 
a permanent backstay to the masthead, 
but conversion to this rig often is pre- 
vented by the length of the boom. 
Here’s a simple method of getting 
around that problem. Unfortunately, 
it can’t be applied to gaff rigs. 

As you can see in the first photo, it 
consists of a conventional, moderate 
sized boomkim (that’s the outrigger) 
plus a sturdy strut whose purpose is 
to push the backstay up and out to 
such an angle that it will handily clear 
the boom when under sail. But be- 
fore going into details I'd like to ex- 


plain something about the reasons for 
rigging a permanent backstay. 

Most people think that the main 
function of backstays is to keep the 
mast from blowing over the bow. 
While it is true that backstays help to 
support the mast, particularly with 
tall, lightly built rigs, an equally im- 
portant function (maybe more so on 
an old, heavy-masted boat) is to pro- 
vide tension to keep the jibstay tight 
when beating to windward. Then the 
jib sheet is pulling the jib down and 
aft to flatten it. Unless the mast is 
properly supported by some kind of 
backstay the tension on the jibstay 
simply pulls the top of the mast for- 
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ward, the jibstay slackens, and it is 
impossible to get the jib to set cor- 


rectly. 

In order to get the most advantage 
out of a running backstay it should be eee 
set up tight as the boat tacks before 
applying any tension to the jib sheet. 
When the wind is fresh and rapid 
maneuvering is needed, backstay 
handlirfg raises awkward problems for 
the singlehanded sailor, and he’s not 
likely to be much better off if he has 
the usual weekend “crew” aboard. 
Therefore, a permanent backstay 
makes for easier sailing and may 
make a noticeable difference in a 
boat’s windward ability. 

It’s important to know that a per- 
manent backstay to the masthead is 
most effective when the jibstay also

Where neither 
jobstay nor forestay runs to the mast- 
head, a permanent masthead backstay 
may be ineffective for keeping the 
jibstay tight, and its only advantage 
may be a slight improvement in ease 
of handling. 

In the rig shown here, the boomkin 
is of conventional construction. Strong 
main members (I used oak but other 
woods will do) are securely bolted into 
the deck structure. The outer ends 
are joined with a crossbar of similar 
material, bolted to the main members 
with eyebolts.

have eyes on both ends. The crossbar 
can also be fastened with plain bolts, 
fitted with suitable flat metal tangs to 
take the chains. This is probably bet- 
ter construction but requires more 
work. 

The outer ends of the main mem- 
bers should be forced down and se- 
cured under tension by chains leading 
to suitable fastenings on the stern. On 
my boat I used heavy eyebolts passing 
through the transom and some struc- 
tural parts. Holding the boomkin down 
under tension ensures that any upward 
strains are transmitted directly to the 
chains and the boomkin absorbs only a 
compression load. 

The up-pointing strut is actually 
floating freely in space. It is held in 
position by balanced forces which 
meet at an eyebolt with an eyenut 
passing through the outer end of the 
strut. The tension of the backstay 
pulls the outer end of the strut up; the 
two chains to the boomkin hold it 
down and prevent it from slewing to 
the side. The strut takes only a com- 
pression load—there are no pulling or 
twisting strains. That being so, the 
lower end of the strut may be secured 
by simple fittings which serve only to 
keep the base from sliding around. 
This might be a heavy metal or wood- 
en cup, or simply a sturdy “U” laid 
on its side with the open end aft. The 
fittings I used are shown in the sec- 
ond photo. 

If the design of your boat makes a 


single boomkin more desirable, the 
strut would have to have a single chain 
leading down to the boomkin, plus 
steadying chains to each side of the 
stern to prevent the strut from turning 
to the side when a load is applied to 
the outer end. 

Here’s a non-scientific but simple 
method I used to figure the necessary 
length of boomkin and strut. While 
the boat was on land, I propped the 
boom into sailing position, but amid- 
ships. Then I ran the main halyard 
aft from the masthead to the ground so 
that it cleared the boom end with 
about 12 inches to spare, and fastened 
it to a stake in the ground. With this 
line taut in place it was easy to meas- 
ure the various parts. 

To make up the permanent back- 
stay I joined the two old running back- 
stays (they were stainless steel with 
Electroline fittings) and cut the com- 
bination to the desired length. The 
wire is secured to a heavy fitting at the 
masthead which also supports the main 
halyard and topping lift blocks. To 
give full clearance for the wire I 
dropped these blocks an inch or so by 
adding a couple of chain shackles. 

This rig has worked wonderfully. 
My boat goes to windward better than 
she ever did before, because now I 
have a tighter, straighter jibstay and 
the jib sets properly. I’m saved a great 
amount of tugging and hauling. And, 
of course, the mast is held more se- 
curely.— G 
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Keep Your Boat In Trim 


Here's how to figure weight 
distribution for proper balance

VER see a boat run downhill? Many 
boats do and often get in serious 
trouble when the bow won't lift to 
meet a sharp sea. Design and trim are 
responsible. If the boat is improperly 
designed, get rid of it, for it will get 
you into difficulties. But if the problem 
is in the trim, it’s curable. 

If you lift a book at arm’s length 
and hold it for a while, you will find 
that it seems unduly heavy. It is, for 
its effective weight is directly propor- 
tionate to the leverage. While close 
to the body, the lever is short and the 
effective weight is less. The same holds 
true on your boat. A 100-gallon water 
tank located in the bow of a 30-foot 
boat may hold only 830 pounds of 
water, but in its location it may have 
the effect of six tons! 


Fortunately, most boats are arranged 
so that the weight is fairly well dis- 
tributed. Basically, a boat should bal- 
ance slightly aft of midships. This is 
her pivot point, and too much weight 
either fore or aft will tend to make her 
sluggish in recovery and_ easily 
“pooped” or “swept”. It is just as bad 
to have too much weight aft as for- 
ward. 


To find the approximate location of 
the pivot point, draw an equilateral 
triangle, the two sides equivalent pro- 
portionately to the waterline length of 
your boat, the base proportionate to 
the extreme waterline breadth. Find 
the center of the sides and draw a 
right-angle line bisecting them; do the 
same for the base. Where these lines 
meet will be the relative center of 
buoyancy. Measure the distance to the 
apex. This is the distance proportion- 
ately from the bow to the center of 
buoyancy. Mark an “X” here on your 
cabin floor. 

Now, for ease of work, draw a scale 
sketch of your boat. Measure the dis- 
tance from “X” to the center of the 
fuel tanks. The tanks are, let us say, 
10 feet aft of the center, and contain 
a total of 100 gallons of fuel. Gaso- 
line weighs about 6 pounds per gallon. 
Six hundred pounds of gasoline times 
the distance in feet equals 6,000 foot- 
pounds. 

On a separate sheet of paper draw 
a line down the middle; label one side 
“forward,” the other “aft.” On the 
“aft” side list fuel, 6,000 foot-pounds. 
On the bow are two anchors, 30 and 
40 pounds, each attached to an anchor 
line of 150 feet %-inch. Three-quar- 
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ter-inch line weighs .167 pound per 
foot. Fifty pounds of line plus 70 
pounds of anchors total 120 pounds. 
At a distance of 14 feet from “X”, the 
result is 1,680 foot-pounds, to be en- 
tered on the “forward” side. 

Repeat this for every item through- 
out the boat. Items under 10 pounds 


can be ignored, and those located on 
or nearly on the center line “X” can 
also be overlooked. Weights can be 
computed quite easily from a marine 
Catalogue, and others can be estimated. 
Be sure to list everything not struc- 
turally a part of the boat. Add the two 
lists and note the difference. 

Assuming that there is a difference 
of 3,000 foot-pounds located forward 
of “X”, 300 pounds 10 feet aft, or 200 
pounds 15 feet aft, will correct the 
condition. If there is an excessive 
amount forward or aft that cannot be 
corrected by shifting of equipment or 
addition of a reasonable amount of 
weight, or if performance is adversely 
affected by shifting, consult a naval 
architect. — JG

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MARINE APPLICATIONS OF ALUMINUM 


A’ A RECENT MEETING of the Ma- 
rine Surveyors, Carl W. Leveau, 
noted authority on marine applications 
of aluminum and Marine Industry 
Manager of the Kaiser Aluminum & 
Chemical Sales Co., presented a re- 
view of the uses of this metal aboard 
boats. Mr. Leveau spoke from 32 
years’ experience in the marine field, 
including six years serving the Ameri- 
can overseas foreign aid program in 
Thailand as a fisheries and boat spe- 
cialist. 

The use of aluminum as a boat 
building material, he reported, goes 
back to the year 1891 when the world’s 
first aluminum boat was built by 
Messrs. Esscher, Wyss & Co., Zurich, 
Switzerland. This 1000 pound boat 
which was built for use on Lake Zu- 
rich had a two H. P. Naphtha engine, 
a speed of six miles per hour, and ac- 
commodated eight persons. Shortly 
after this they built a small aluminum 
steamship. 

The following year a 33 ft. two- 
ton aluminum sail boat was built in 
France, and in 1893 a 60 ft. aluminum 
torpedo boat was built in England. The 
same year a couple of 42 ft. alumi- 
num sectional sloops were built for the 
French Government for surveying the 
Niger River in Africa. 

The first aluminum boats built in 
America were for the Walter Wellman 
Polar Expedition in 1894. They were 
built like the surf boats used by the 
U.S. Life Saving Service at that time, 
and each weighed 375 pounds, com- 
pared to the 1700 pounds of the stand- 
ard wooden surf boat. Wellman spoke 
highly of these 18 ft. aluminum boats. 
He said that they gave excellent service 
resisting ice pressures—pressures he 
believed would have destroyed conven- 
tional boats. 

Interest in the use of aluminum for 
marine applications then waned until 
1931 when an aluminum-magnesium- 
manganese alloy was developed in Eng- 
land for marine purposes. That year a 
55 ft. express cruiser, the “Diana II,” 
was built in England using the new 
alloy for stem, keel, frames, hull plat- 
ing, superstructure, fuel and water 
tanks, signal mast, davit, dinghy fit- 
tings and controls, etc. This boat served 
with the British Navy during World 
War II and despite neglect and poor 
maintenance during certain periods of 
her 28 years of life she is still in good 
condition and in use today by the Brit- 
ish Aluminum Company. 

Since that time many large alumi- 
num boats have been built: a 65 ft. 
patrol boat, the “Interceptor,” in Can- 
ada in 1934; a 103 ft. yacht, the “Edi,” 
in Sweden in 1940; three 38 ft. auxil- 
iary sailboats and a.65 ft. commuter 
in 1938 in America; four motor tor- 
pedo boats in this country also in 1938. 
All of these boats are still in use. 


Since World War II many small alu- 
minum boats have been built, notably 
some 600,000 outboard boats. Also 
many crew boats used on the Gulf of 
Mexico and in Lake Maracaibo, Vene- 
zuela; several yachts, both sail and 
power; fishing boats, both commercial 
and sports; tug boats. 

Compared to other materials there 
are many advantages in using alumi- 
num as a boat building material: no 
planking to shrink or swell; no dry or 
wet rot; no rust; no absorption of wa- 
ter; high dent resistance; no caulking 
or puttying necessary; in other words 
much less maintenance is required. 

Long life can be expected of alumi- 
num as will be noted by the 28-year- 
old “Diana II.” 

However, aluminum must be prop- 
erly used. The proper alloys must be 
selected for marine applications, and 
care must be taken to separate other 
materials from aluminum such as 
brass, bronze, steel or iron. 

Any corrosion problems occurring 
can usually be traced to improper use 
of the material; for instance: painting 
the bare aluminum with copper or 
mercury bearing paints. First a wash 
primer should be applied, followed by 
a zinc chromate coat before applying 
antifouling paint. If a bronze or brass 
fitting is applied to aluminum, a gasket 
of neoprene or some such material 
should be placed between the alumi- 
num and the fitting. When bolting an 
iron engine to an aluminum engine 
bed, gaskets again should be used. 
Hold down bolts may be of stainless 
steel. 

Aluminum applications in large ship 
construction are numerous. An out- 
standing example is the S.S. “United 
States,” launched in 1951, in which 
2,000 tons of aluminum was used in 
superstructure, decks, bulkheads, fun- 
nels, life boats, windows and fittings. 

Many other ships have used alumi- 
num in the above applications and | 
other items also such as: hatch covers, 
hatch beams, hatch boards, ladders, 
doors, ventilators, ventilator trunks, 
piping, awnings, awning supports, 
guard rails, bulwarks, gratings, gang- 
ways, catwalks, etc. Lately aluminum 
has been used in trawlers in this coun- 
try for lining of fish-holds and alumi- 
num extrusions have replaced the 
wood pen boards used for separation 
in the fish-holds. ’ 

The Aluminum Committee of the 
American Boat & Yacht Council has 
been working on the problem of stand- 
ardization of the alloys and proper ap- 
plication of aluminum in boats and 
yachts. Recommendations will soon 
be issued for the proper use of alumi- 
num for all parts including: hull plat- 
ing, framing, rivets, weld-wire, fuel 
tanks and piping, fresh water tanks 
and piping, etc. — G

VERY SPRING some of the best 

adventure reading for boatmen 
can be found in the ordinary marine 
charts, cruise guides, coast pilots, 
manufacturers’ catalogs and informa- 
tive publications available to everyone 
at slight or no cost. 

A new revised chart of local waters 
can indicate additional or corrected 
aids to navigation, shoals that have 
moved or dredged, lights, buoys and 
sunken wrecks that might be new this 
year. Cruise guides intended to sup- 
plement information on regular ma- 
rine navigation charts are issued by 
several gasoline companies, and you 
may find they are stocked at your gas 
dock, or your local filling station can 
order them for you. 

Coast pilots, tide tables, light lists, 
and other compilations of detailed in- 
formation for the mariner, may not be 
required reading afloat—but they 
make interesting homework when 
planning a cruise. None of these pub- 
lications is expensive; some are free. 
Firms and organizations with a vital 
stake in boating also print informative 
maps and cruising guides.
